He said that the situation demanded 
both the feeders and the down-town terminal 
in order to get traffic enough so that investors 
can get some return on the money they had 

y put into the enterprise. 

“There will be no trouble about the 
finances,” said D. K. Pearsons. “‘ When the 
people once see that the management of this 
road intends to build feeders and pring it 
down-town they will regard its securities with 
much greater favor.- In time the public will 
regard these bonds as first-class. In the mean- 
time, you may be sure that these extensions 
can be successfully financed.”’ 

Allerton Talks for the Extension. 

S. W. Allerton has.not hesitated to express 
himself strongly in advocacy of a down-town 
terminus for the -AHey“'L.” He has said 
that the road was begun at the wrong end— 
that is, it should have provided for a line 
through the. heart of the business district 
from the first. It is supposed that Mr. Aller- 


.ton’s strong views on this point have led him 


take a place beside those stockholders who 
have insisted that a terminal farther down 
town was necessary to make the Alley *‘ L?’’ 
amount to much as an investment. To those 
present yesterday Mr. Allerton talked vigor- 
ey 

** What good is an elevated road without a 
proper terminal?’’ said he. ‘* Chicago is not 
New York, either in shape or in density of 
population. No transit line runs through a 
territory diong which a sufficient number of 
people live to furnish a large and steady 
traffic. Hence every road, and especially the 
Alley *‘ L,’ must extend lines to points where 
traffic 1s to be had: The first and most im- 
portant extension of the Alley ‘L’ should 
be down-town. Adown-town terminal should 
have been built first.” 

The argument was brought up which 
officers of the company have all along used— 
namely: That consents of property-owners 
were almost impossible to secure, that no 
street was available for this reason, and that 
the expense of the undertaking would be im- 
mense. 

“That's all nonsense,” said Mr, Allerton. 
“The question of expense cuts no figure. 
The Alley ‘L’ can be made to pay hand- 
somely if it is equipped with proper facilities. 
It is a vital question.” 

In addition to his idea that a loop should be 
built, no matter what obstacles were to be 
overcome, Mr. Aliertom has views as to 
motive power for elevated roads. He be- 
lieves that electricity should be used. He 
told the stockholders it was a mistake to 
adopt steam engines in the first place; that 
these would be consigned to the scrap heap

On the other hand it is said that the Alley

without encountering much opposition from 
property-owners who have not consented to 
it. Some of them will not consent. More- 
over, their resistance will be of the most vig- 
orous nature and wili be carried to courts of 
last resort before it ceases. 

Where Opposition Will Come From, 

A. S. Trude is one of those who will fight 
hard against the proposed line. He said last 
night: 

*“T own 140 feet on Wabash avenue. No 
person has asked me to give consent to an 
elevated structure in front of my property. 
Indeed, I have not been approached on the 
subject. If Iam I shall absolutely and em- 
phatically decline to sign any consent. Fur- 
ther than this, I will contest the right of any 
company to erect a structure before my prop- 
erty.” 

Suppose the Alley ‘LL’ secures a majority 
of the frontage rights?’

WOMEN IN A WRANGLE 


EXOITING MEETING OF. THE BAKING 


“ASSOOLATION STOOKHOLDERS. 


RK, A, Emmons, the Treasurer, De- 

clares That She Will Never Again Have 

|. Amything te Do with Associations Com- 

posed Wholly of Wemen=—How and 

Where the Funds Went—A Year of 

Trials and Troubles—Secretary Is Asked 
Leading’ Questions. 

“Tam not a candidate for reélection. I 
have made up my mind that nothing on the 

rth, or under the earth,or over the earth 
ever shall induce me to become connected 
with another corporation or association com- 
posed entirely of women. I am in favor of 
a change in our constitution which will admit 
a few men to our councils.” 

This, from Mrs. R. A, Emmons, treasurer 
of the Women’s Land Syndicate and of the 
Woman’s Baking Association, was regarded 
as a stunning announcement yesterday in a 
meeting of stockholders of the bakery as- 
sociation. The meeting was the only stock- 
holders” meeting of the association ever held, 
and the place was Rosalie. Halli, over the asso- 
ciation’s forinet restaurant, at the corner of 
Rosalie court and Fifty-seventh street. 

The Woman’s Bakery Association, com- 
posed entirely of women, was organized (Oct. 
22,1891, and was capitalized at $250,000, 
and $25 ashate. Only $200,000 worth of 
stock was subscribed for, and only $180,000 
worth of it, in round numbers, was paid for. 
It employed as promoters C. E. Saylor, R. S. 
Thkin, and G. G, Niver, who completed their 
work May 1,:1892, and soon afterward the 
association began business. From that day 
until yesterday the stockholders, who reside 
all over the United States, had never been 
called together, though the Illinois statute 
requires all corporations to have a_ stockhold- 
ers’ meeting once.a year. 


Dissatisfied Stockholders, 


That the stockholders were greatly dissatis- 
fied- with the management and anxious to as- 
semble and learn what had become of their 
money is shown by the fact that some of 
them instituted a suit for a receiver and an 
accounting, and Nov. 9, 1893, Judge Dunne 
appointed the Equitable Trust company as re- 
ceiver of the association, though a week 
later the receiver was removed and the bill 
dismissed. In thig bill it is charged that C. E. 
Sayles received as commissions 50 per cent of 

is sales of stock,| so that though he 

ld 8,000 shares, the company realized only 
‘$176,000, It characterized the affairs of 
ithe association as ‘dishonest and thieving 
‘transactions,’ and intimated that the reason 
there were no dividends was that the money 
was all voted to the officersassalary. It 
charged that Saylor left the association only 
$61,300 for working capital; thatit had sunk 
$21,000 on one restaurant and $26,000 on 
another; that its assets were worth only $15,,- 
828; and that it was insolvent and ought to 
be closed out. 

When, therefore, the Board of Directors is- 
sued a call for a meeting seventy stockholders 
and proxies, a dozen of whom were men, put 
in an appearance. The Secretary, Mise Caro- 
line A. Huling, called them to order. In the 
absence of the President, Mrs. Lydia R. Bent- 
ly, who is dangerously ill,. Mrs. Fannie A.

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order again, and it was announced that 4,274 
shares of stock were represented. Mrs. Ras- 
tall was chosen Permanent Chairman and 
the body proceeded to business. 

Secretary Huling stated that as Mrs. Bent- 
ley was fll she had written an address in 
her place. It was read by Dr. Avery. It 
stated that the promoters were at first prom- 
ised 50 per cent, but subsequently agreed to 
devote one-half of their commissions to pur- 
chasing for the association an interest in 
Bryee’s patent bread baker, which the associa- 
tron had the right both to use and to sell. 


Woes Without Namber. 


It recounted the efforts the association had 
put forth to make money and the cruel mis- 
takes, treachery, and mishaps which had in 
every case defeated it. ‘The directors tried to 
sell the patent bread baker, but Bryce inter- 
fered and prevented it every time. They 
tried to get the concession for the restaurant 
in the Woman’s Building and had failed 
through action of the Board of Lady Man- 
agers. They rented the apartment for the 
Rosalie restaurant and found that the previous 
lessee had givenita bad name and that all 
their managers went back on them, They 
tried to do a little business with the North 
Entrance Hotel, but the proprietor did not 
keep his contract and they lost money. They 
procuted a celebrated woman from Minné, 
sota to tun the restaurant, but she had to go. 
They put $2,000 in the Golden Gate restau- 
rant,and the manager betrayed them and 
they lost everything. They got tired of get- 
ting managers to run the Rosalie restaurant 
and ran it themselves for six weeks at a loss. 
Dee. 26 they got F. A. Cole to take the 
lease off their hands and run the restaurant 
“‘ for his own benefit, which he had done ever 
since at a loss.”’ The only bright spot in their 
financiering was the restaurant established at 
No. 608 West Madison street, and even this 
had been assigned to Mrs. Katie Whiteford, 
on the condition that she should purchase her 
goods from the Bakery Association. 

The next report read was that of the secre- 
tary, Miss Huling, which showed there were 
originally 2,968 stockholders, of whom 484 
had been erased, leaving 2,494; that the 
directors had held twenty-six regular and 
ninety-one special meetings. The secretary’s 
financial report placed the paid up shares of 
stock at 6,747, those secttred by payments at 
1,087, the forfeited shares at 418, total 8,- 
202, upon which the full payments amounted 
to $168,675, the partial payments to $0,118, 
the forfeited to $539, total $178,333, there 
being now due on stocks $16,806. 


Mre. Emmons’ Renunciation. 


Then came the report of Treasurer Em- 
mons, in which she forever renounced all con- 
nection with eties composed entirely of 
women. For , she said, the receipts

Huling has the proxies for a large majority of 
the stock why did she call us together? This 
meeting is all a farce. We might just as well 
go home at once and stay there. Miss Huling 
is to elect ail the officers to suit herself any- 
way.” 
This brought Miss Huling to her feet with a 
long explanation, which explained nothing. 
She admitted that she had solicited the prox- 
ies by mailing to stockholders, together with 
a call for the meeting, printed forms of proxy 
with her name printed in them and over them 
a printed request to “ Please sign and return 
at once.”’ 

It now dawned on the stockholders that the 
Secretary had completely bagged them, and 
they were more determined than ever that 
they would adjourn and not proceed with the 
election. It was insinuated that the meeting 
had been called at Fifty-seventh street in or- 
der to inconvenience stockholders, and mo- 
tions were made to meet at different places 
down-town.

GOOD OPENING FOR AN OFFICESEEKER. 


Summary Proceedings of a Dissatisfied 
McHenry County Postmaster. 

When the Democratic administration took 
charge at Washington Hamlin Fenner, farmer 
and Democrat, was appointed Postmaster at 
Stone’s Corners, McHenry County, Ill. Mr. 
Fenner liked his position well enough until 
he got the idea into his head that he wanted 
to move out West and buy a larger farm.

Assistant Postmaster J. N. Burton of Rich- 
mond, who reported the facts at the govern- 
ment building yesterday, said that the people 
of Stone’s Corners are now without a post- 
office. ‘It is lying in a corner of my office,” 
said he, *‘ and the ink has broken in the sack, 
and the mucilage bottle, too, and the whole 
affair is a bad mess.” Mr. Burton was told 
to keep the property until the government 
calls for it, or Mr. Fenner’s successor is found,

Frank Green, the Chicago Swindler, Gets 
Away from the Toronto, Ont., Jail, 

Toronto, Ont,, Jan. 16.—[Special.]— 
Frank Green of Chicago, who swindled four- 
teen merchants of this city in as many days 
and who was a week ago sentenced to the 
Central prison for six months, mysteriously 
escaped last night and the authorities are 
puzzled to know how he obtained his liberty. 
At a late hour he appeared at his old board- 
ing-house in the city dressed in prison garb 
and demanded his overcoat.

‘ING OF THE A. P. A 


J. V. McNamara, Armed with Rifle and Pis- 
tol, Makes a Speech and Invites Attacke 
He and His Wife Fire into the Crowd=— 
Several Shot and Hurt by Stones«Many 
Men Beaten in an A. P. A. Meeting at 
Leavenworth<Bomb for an Anti-Popery 
Orator in Canada. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., Jan. 16.—J. V. McNa- 
mara, who styles himself “late priest of 
Rome,” delivered a bitter lecture against the 
Catholic Church at Turner Hal! Sunday night 
before a small audience. During its progress 
someone threw a stone, whereupon McNa- 
mara drew a revolver, but there was no fum 
ther trouble, 

Tonight he lectured again at the same place. 
The hall was packed with 1,200 men, but it 
was a perfectly quiet and orderly audience 
when McNamara came on the stage. He 
earried a loaded rifle in his hands and a re- 


volver peeped from his coat pocket. Advanc- {’ 


ing to the footlights he declared that he had 
taken his life in his hands, but he was willing 
to sacrifice it for the A. P. A. He “ feared no 
Catholic murderers and hoedlums” he said. 

* There is murder in the air,” was his dra- 
matic exclamation, as he called upon men 
with Protestant hearts and nerves of steel to 
arise. Twelveresponded. He directed them 
to go to the gallery, station themselves at reg- 
ular intervals, and act promptly when the 
occasion demanded. 

A more open invitation to riot and disorder 
and even bloodshed was never made, but the 
only .real outbreak during the lecture was 
when a drunken man called McNamara a liar 
and when a stone came crashing through the 
window from a mob which was rapidly col- 
leeting outside. The lecture lasted until 11 
o’clock. It was shockingly indecent and ob- 
scene all who were present admit. . 

At least 2,000 people had collected on 
Twelfth and Oak streets during the progress 
of the lecture, and as soon as it was over the 
mob was increased by every one who had 
been in the hall save McNamara and his wife, 
who, during the lecture, had been in the 
wings and during part of the Cath- 
olic service he mocked and she gave 
the responses. The lights were turned 
out completely that they might not be seen 
froin the outside. Twenty policemen were 
about the streets in the immediate vicinity of 
the scene. The mob was orderly, and there 
was no violent demonstration of any kind. 
On Twelfth street the cable cars were con-

AEMED REBELS KILL MEXICAN TROOPS. 
One Battle Fought and Another Said to 


Have Taken Place, 
Demine, N. M,, Jan. 16.—Another skirmish 


occurred in the Boca Grande country about 
thirty miles north of Ascension. Last Satur- 
day night while a company of nine gendarmes 
was encamped in the mountains near Espai 
they were attacked by a band of 
rebels numbering fourteen.

city today at Grand Army Hall where J. W. 
Hile, an A. P. A. editor and organizer, was 
addressing a meeting. He was speaking on the 
objects of the A. P. A. and bitterly denouncing 
the Catholic Church when he was interrupted 
many times and frequently brandedaliar. His 
audience seemed about equally divided be- 
tween Catholics and Protestants, and in a 
short time the people were worked up to a 
high pitch.

Plans for Dedicating a New Court-House 
+ Hae by Church People. 
OnMOUTH, Iil., Jan. 16.—[Special.]—Con- 
siderable feeling has been worked up here 
over the announcement that the Masonic fra- 
ternity would lay the corner-stone of the new 
Warren County court-house Feb, 22 next. 
The opposition comes chiefly from the minis- 
ters and members of the United Presbyterian 
Church, which is the strongest religious de- 
nomination in the county.

NO NEW CLEWSIN THE WLESE MURDER 


Finding of Hair in the Dead Girl’s Hand 
an Exaggerated Incident. 


ManrsHatitowy, Ia., Jan. 16.—[Special.]— 
The published statement relative to the fird- 
ing of hairin the hand of the murdered girl, 
Anna Wiese, when one of Mrs. Bennett’s at- 
torneys exhumed the body a few days since, 
is not supported by the facts. It was told by 
a member of the grand jury to a friend “in 
confidence.”” People who assisted in exhum- 
ing the body last week said today that this 
hair had been carelessly dropped there by the 
doctors who previously exhumed the body and 
cut off a quantity of hair from the girl’s head 
to compare with that of Mrs. Bennett. They 
say the hairs, only a half dozen, were lying 
loosely in the dead girl’s hand. 

Mrs. Bennett, the defendant, filed a new 
bond today containing seven of the former 
sureties who qualified in the sum of $50,000. 
The bond was accepted by the court and the 
old bondsmen exonerated.

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EXPERT OONRAD'S DAMAGING EVI- 
DENOE AGAINST KOBTTING. 


He Ex plains How the Vast Suing of Money 
of the South Side Savings Bank of Mil- 
waukee Were Manipulated—Chief of 
Police Believes Murderer Peschmann 
Secured His Victim's Money=State Fin- 
ishes Its Medical Testimony in the Ash- 
ton Murder Trial. 


Mitwavxer, Wis.,.Jan. 16.—[Special.]— 
More of Banker Koetting’s speculations with 
the funds of the South Side Savings Bank 
were revealed today in the testimony of Au, 
gast P. Conrad, the expert accountant. Mr. 
Conrad was the only witness examined today. 
He had not concluded when court adjourned 
and he will be recalled in the morning. 

Conrad testified that the teller’s daily cash 
book showed that at various times since Dec. 
31, 1871, Koetting as cashier and Trumpff 
as President of the bank had withdrawn va- 
rious amounts from the cash drawer as early 
as 1871. The amounts had been compara- 
tively small, but several years later had grown 
in size, Up to 1873 Koetting had withdrawn 
$18,034. This was only shown in the teller’s 
cash book and gave no explanation why it had 
been withdrawn. No account was found for 
this amount in any of the other bank books 
from May 6, 1881, to Sept. 23 of the same 
year. The cash book showed that T. and K. 
(Trumpff and Koetting) had withdrawn 
amounts aggregating $10,000. Sept. 23 the 
entry of $10,000 on the teller’s cash book 
was changed to * Whitehil!,”” meaning that 
the money had been invested in the Whitehill 
Sewing Machine company. Sept. 27, 1881, 
all traces of the $10,000 were lost. Mr. Con- 
rad said the discount register showed’ entries 
of two notes of $10,000 each, signed by J. B. 
Koetting and G. C. Trumpff, dated Aug. 23, 
1881. These notes were not found among 
the bank’s papers, although entered on the 
day-book and ledger. These notes remain 
unpaid. 

Attorney Lafollette at this point explained 
in outline the plan of the prosecution. He 
said that the State would show that the de- 
ng — from time to time —. from 
he cash drawer sums aggregating over $100,- 
000, and that the only charge made against 
Koetting was a slip or voucher left.in the cash 
drawer to show the amount taken. This con- 
tinued for several years, when the amount of 
the cashier’s indebtedness had decreased 
somewhat. This had been done by discount- 
ing collaterals and notes of the bank at other 
banks. The cash thus realized had been put 
in the cash drawer and credited to Koetting’s 
vouchers, without, however, crediting the 
notes discounted. This accounted for the 
disappearance of many thousands of dollars’ 
worth of notes. 

Mr. Conrad then showed what notes had 
been discounted in this way. The total 
amount was $110,000—which Cashier Koet- 
ting had used to cover up his shortage in . the 
bank. About $18,000 worth of these notes 
had been discounted in Chicago, and the ac- 
count of Jacob Wurster, $109,000, represent- 
ing Koetting’s speculations, was credited with 
the amount. 

The State attempted to show the insolvency 
of the bank since 1885. Mr. Conrad said the 
semi-annual reports to the State Treasurer 
did not agree with the figures of the bank 
books; that the falsified sworn statements 
dated back to 1885. The difference between 
the reported liabilities and the liabilities as 
shown on the books in January, 1892, was 
$385.000; in July, 1892, $859,000; and 
January, 1893, $345,000. Mr. Conrad 
this afternoon testified in relation to 
the account of Jacob Wurster, the 
grain speculator, who bought wheaf for Koet- 
ting. His open account began in 1874 or 
1875 and continued until the time the bank 
failed, The bank book showed that Dec. 31, 
1886, the account of Wurster had been over- 
drawn $115.859, and was settled by giving 
two notes. The discount books showed no 
entry of these notes.and there were no notes 
found by the receiver. In January, 1887, a 
note of $60,322 was charged to the account, 
together with an overdraft of $109,573. 
This account was worth practically nothing 
as an asset. 

Mr. Conrad on the cross-examination was 
questioned at length relative to the $500,000 
of Schlesinger paper held as security; and 
which he pronounced yesterday as practically 
worthiess. He admitted that nearly all of the 
Milweukee banks held Schlesinger paper, 
some of them a,much larger amount than the 
Koetting bank. There was a difference, he 
said, in Schlesinger’s paper, some of it being 

ood, some poor, and some _ worth- 
ang He admitted that the over- 
draft of Jacob Wurster of $109,000 was 
partially secured by others who were inter- 
ested with Koetting in his wheat deals. There 
were notes of Peter Barth for $35,000 and 
Fred and Charles Esau for $15,000 to secure 
in part Wurster’s overdraft, but they were not 
properly indorsed to the bank and therefore 
could not. be collected. He said Fred and 
Charles Esau refused to pay the notes because 
they claimed they were gamBlimg debts. 


THINKS PESCHMANN GOT THE MONEY, 


Evidence That the Murderer’s Plans Were 
Successful at Milwaukee. 

Mitwavxez, Wis., Jan. 16.—[Special.]— 
Chief of Police Janssen says he has nearly 
been convinced ‘that Proprietor Peschmann 
of the Cream City Hotel was not only a mur- 
derer and an incendiary, as he confessed, but 
a robber also, which he had denied. 

‘‘ The man told such a plausible story in 
confessing,”’ said; the Chief today, “ that at 
first I doubted that he had got the cash and 
jewelry which Mrs, Schrums had in her room, 
The more I learn of the facts as brought out 
by some careful detective work the 
more I am convinced that Peschmann 
has the money and jewelry. In 
the first place there is almost unquestionable 
proof that there was a large amount of money 
in bills and coin in the room at the time of 
the crime. Mrs, Schruims’ dressmaker had 
seen the money in the room, and a servant 
girl who was discharged three weeks before 
the fire saw money there which she says was 

packed up like moneyinabank. Peschmann 
said he thought Dr. Kasten would find the 
money in the dry goods boxes which had been 
removed to the doctor’s residence and which 
Peschwmann had not touched in his search for 
money. But no money was found last night 
when all of the eight or ten boxes were exam- 
ined. They were full of household goods, and 
every article was thoroughly searched. A 
careful search has been made in several other 
places where the money might be concealed, 
but not a cent bas been found. All the cash 
could not have burned. Mrs. Schrums was 
in the habit of keeping money for immediate 
use in a large trunk and the rest of 
an old-fashioned iron chest 
from Germany. 
the trunk were 
opened, together with a few other boxes, 
where Peschmann thought she kept the 
money. But he broke open only a few of all 
the trunks and boxes. and I feel certain that if 
he had not found it at that stage of the search 
he would have gone on through all the trunks 
and bexes. as he murdered the woman early 
in the evening and had plenty of time. That 
money was the object of all he did. Pesch- 
mann is now feigning insanity, which may be 
his plea.”

EXPERIMENTS WITHTHE NEW SOLDER 


Pieces of Aluminum Welded Together by 
R. M. Shearer’s Preparation. 

Crnormrwatt, O., Jan. 16.—[Special. ]—Rob- 
ert M. Shearer has invented a solder by which 
aluminum can be welded together in a joint 
tougher than the body of the metal itself, so 
that when tested under a severe strain the 
pure metal will succumb before the solder 
shows any sign of weakness.

BURDEN ON RISKS THEY EXPOSE. ,

Heavy Rates Charged for Policies on Good 
Property Because the Flimsy Struct- 
ures Have Not Been Torn Down Ac- 
cording to Permit Specifications=Pro- 
vision in Several Lloyds’ Policies That 
Is Criticised as Hard Upon the Insured 
Methods of the Ohio Fire Lio yds, 


When the building permits for frame hotels 
in the vicinity of Jackson Park were issued it 
was with the proviso that they should be torn 
down after the Fair. The most of them, how- 
ever, are still standing and a menace to prop- 
erty surrounding them. The existence of 
these deserted hotels makes it difficult in all 
and impossible in some cases for owners of 
adjoining residen to getinsurance, The 
rates on dozens of first-class residence risks 
have been advanced 200 to 300 per cent 
on account of exposures to two or three 
story fire-traps. The frame hotel builders 
scattered their structores indiscriminately 
through a fairly well built up residence dis- 
trict. These hotels impose a tax on $100,000 
worth of property on increased premium 
rates. The people who, instead of making 
temporary improvement, built brick flat 
buildings and apartment houses in the vic- 
inity of Jackson Park are placed in some- 
thing like a false light so long as the frame 
shelisare left standing.’ These World’s Fair 
hotels seem to afford material for the atten- 
tion of the newly appointed representative of 
the underwriters on the Board of Building 
Inspectors. 


CONFLAGRATION-PROOF POLICIES, 


Clause Which Appears in the Underwriting 
Contracts of Lloyds Associations, 

The subjoined clause has been noted ina 
number of Lioyds policies. In certain casas 
it might be eminently satisfactory to the in- 
surers, but unfortunate for the insured. In 
fact, the existence of this rather jug-handled 
provision might make an association confla- 
gration proof, It reads as follows: 

If, by reason of a fire, several risks insured un- 
der policies issued pursuant to the said power of 
attorney are involved no wne of the underwriters 
hereon shall upon such policies collectively be- 
comeé liable for more than five times the maxi- 
mum amount which under the said power of at- 
torney shall be authorized to subscribe for each 
of said underwriters on any one policy, and all 

licy-holders who shall sustain loss or damage 

roin such a fire shall be entitled to recover as 
against each underwriter only that proportion of 
the adjusted claim on each policy which the ag- 
grexate of such claims shell bear to the total lia- 
ility of each underwriter as thus limited. 

In no event or contingency shall any one of the 
underwriters on all policies issued by them col- 
lectively become liahie for more than $50,000, 
and all licy-holders who shall sustain loss or

OHIO FIRE LLOYDS IN TROUBLE, 


Peculiar Methods of a Newly-Organized 
Cleveland Association, 

Some time ago a brief circular was sent out 
to insurance people announcing the formation 
of the Ohio Fire Lloyds under the manage- 
ment of Frederick C. Artherholt, The new 
organization hailed from Cleveland, and, as it 
gave no information as to its backing, some 
curiosity was expressed as to the identity of 
the individuals acting as underwriters. Cleve- 
land people also have been making inquiries 
as to the subscribers to a liability of $500,- 
000 and do not appear to have received 
much satisfaction. The names of sub- 
scribers, it is claimed, bear 
markable similarity to those of a 
number of wealthy Cleveland capitalists, who 
deny all connection with the concern, how- 
ever. One of the managers of the concern is 
represented as taking the following view of 
the rights of the public in the premises: 
“The personnel of the association and the 

| of subscribers concern 
nobody but ourselves. The public at large 
has no right to inquire into matter, nor 
have our policyholders, so long as we pay 
our debts and policies when they fall due. 
The mere matter of similarity of names to 
those of prominent Cleveland people does not 
affect us in any way.”’ 


OPPOSE THE TROLLEY IN NEW YORK, 


Fire Underwriters Petition Mayor Gilroy 
Against Extending the System. 

New Yorx, Jan. 16.—[Special.|—Mayor 
Gilroy gave a hearing today toa delegation of 
fire underwriters who asked him to-use his in- 
fluence to prevent the extension of the trolley 
system in New York City. The delegation 
was composed of E. R. Kennedy. President of 
the New York Board of Fire Underwriters; E. 
F, Beddall, United States Manager of the 
Royal; J. 2. Washburne, Vice-President of 
the Home; F.C. Moore, President of the Con-> 
tinental; and C. F. Spade, agent for several 
Philadelphia companies. Mr. Kennedy acted 
asspokesman. He described the dangers of 
the trolley wire and said it had caused eleven 
fires in fifteen minutes in a Western city. The 
Mayor said he did not expect any application 
from any company to string trolley wires on 
Manhattan Island, and he promised-to notify 
the underwriters if any such application was 
made. He would give no promises, but he 
expressed himself as opposed to the introduc- 
tion of the trolley into large cities. 


VERDICT IN FAVOR OF AUSTIN, 


The New York Insurance Case Goes Against 
the Mutual Reserve, 


New Yor«x, Jan. 16.—[Special.]—The clos- 
ing scenes of the trial of the suit for the re- 
covery of $15,000 insurance on the life of 
John C. Austin from theMutual Reserve Fund 
Life Association were entered before Justice 
Patterson in the Supreme Court today. Miss 
Mary E. Porter was called to discredit the 
testimony of Jay Ramsay, who testified he 
drove John C, Austin into the woods in August, 
1891, and was told later Mr. Austin was 
drowned July 4 preceding. Miss Porter 
testified that old Jay Ramsay had said last 
February, when he was scouring the woods 
for John C, Austin, he hadn’t seen Austin and 
didn’t believe anybody else had in those 
parts. Mr. Burnham, attorney for the insur- 
ance company, conceded that, if the claim 
is allowed at all, it should be for principal 
and interest. Then the plaintiffs rested. The 
lawyers presented their arguments to the jury. 
The latter, after deliberating ‘ess than haif an 
hour, brought in a verdict of $16,752 for 
Joseph E. Austin. 

The action of Anton Lindenmeyer against 
the Workingmen’s Co6perative Insurance 
League care up before Justice Conlan in the 
City Court today on an incidental motion, 
which showed, however, the alleged Yon- 
spiracy on which the defendant relies in de- 
fense of the action. The suit is on a policy 
for $500, taken out Oct. 14, 1893, on the 
life of George Lindenmeyer, who died Nov. 
27. The Lindenmeyers lived at No. 1972 
Second avenue. It is said George was dan- 
gerously ill last October, and that Anton, per- 
sonating George, went to the company's 
offices and took out the insurance on his 
brother’s life. Anton, being a strong and 
healthy man, easily passed the examination. 
He made himself the beneficiary. The plaint- 
iff denies that Anton went to the company. 


Adjustments Interfere with Fire Inquests. 
Insurance Commissioner Merrill in his report 
to the Massachusetts Legislature says: The fire 
inquest law of Massachusetts has not resulted in 
a large decrease in the annual fire loss, and there 
is no apparent diminution in te number of in- 
cendiary fires. He thimks the proper investiga- 
tion of fires: is interfered with by the impetuous 
haste with which some insurance companies ad- 
just their losses, and believes the matter would 
be bettered if companies were compelled by law to 
refrain from paying losses until the investiga- 
tion required by law was completed. To secure 
improvement in the investigation of fires he sug- 
ests that the powers of the Boston Fire Marshal 
Ee extended over the entire State, to the extent 
at least of giving loca} authorities the benefit of 
the experience of his flice.

WANTS A RECEIVER FOR THE HOTEL, 


President of the Carolina Concern the Ob- 
ject of Several Accusations.

lative stock in a company to be organized 
to erect a building on the property, and $25,- 
000 of preferred cumulative stock. Mr, Hul- 
inger was also to assurme certain obligations 
between the complaint and Architect Henry 
Ives Cobb. Prior to this agreement in March,

PROPOSES SUFFRAGE FORK WOMEN. 


Senator Palmer Offers Two Bills in lowa= 
Other Bills Introduced. : 

Des Motes, Ia., Jan. 16.—[Special. ]— 
Senator Palmer, Chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Woman Suffrage, today intro- 
duced a bill providing for granting municipal 
and school suffrage to womeh. He also intro- 
duced a bill proposing the submission to the 
people of a constitutional amendment grant- 
ing suffrage to women. 

Among the other bills introduced was one 
by Senator Bishop for a revision of the taxa- 
tion laws. This bill was the one which was 

repared by the commission appointed by the 

st General Assembly to revise the State 
revenue laws. Senator Funk introduced a 
to provide for the inspection 
of Bg gr and semi-portable steam boilers 
and the licensing of engineers. A memorial 
was received from the &. A. R. post at Mar- 
ble Rock denouncing the action of the Com- 
missicner of Pensions in suspending worthy 
pencorinns and asking the passage by the 
gislature of resolutions which will *‘ place 
the Iowa soldier in a proper and true light 
before the people of the Gaited States and the 
world.”’ 

In the House a number of bills were intro- 
duced, the most important bemg bills by Mur- 
ray and Jester relative to improving country 
roads; by Moore, to provide for the payment 
of miners in lawful money of the United 
States; by Finch,'to indemnify officers serv- 
ing executions; and by Sessions in relation to 
allowing cities and towns to vote bonds for 
water-works. 

Representative Miller, the octogenarian 
member from Keokuk, offered the following: 

_ Resolved, That the depressed financial condi- 
tion of the country. is due to the improvident leg- 
islation of Congress for the last thirty years in 
its immense donation of public lands to corpora- 
tions, its demonetization of silver by the Sher- 
man law of 1873, and by oppressive tariff laws. 
all done in the interest of the monopolists of the 
country, and to the prejudice of the industrial 
and laboring classes of communities. 

Representative Chassell introduced a bill 
providing for the establishment of the office 
of State Controller of County Aceounts. This 
officer, to be appointed by the Governor for 
four years at a salary of $2,000, is have 
authority to ‘‘ suspend temporarily anyrounty 
officer whose accounts are found to belin bad 
shape and to be a generul inspector! of the 
conduct of county matters.”’

GOV. WAITE’S MEASURES OF REFORM. 


Removing Officials to Make Room fer His 
Own Men=—Legisiature Tangle. 

Denver, Colo., Jan. 16.—Gov. Waite ap- 

pointed A.J. Ragers, late of New Jersey, a 


member of the Fire and Police Board of the 


City of Denver. President Orr of the Fire 
and Police Board said this morning: ‘It is 
a pure question of spoils. The Governor told 
me a long time ago that the fireand police de- 
partments must be cleaned out to make way 
for his men. I told him that could not be done 
without charges against the nen, and he re- 
plied in his peculiar way: 
charges; it’s easy enough to make charges; 
we must have all the places.’”’ 

The members of the House have introduced 
forty-six bills. Among the new bills sub- 
mitted today was one which takes the veto 
power from the Governor and gives it to the 
people, an eight-hour law, several improve- 
ment measures, and bills amending the at- 
tachment laws.

Twelve more bills were introduced in the 
House this morning, making a total of forty 
now docketed. 

The apecial committee to inquire into the 
condition of.the State Treasury made a part 
report to the House today that it had discow- 
ered $122,000 available for the expenses of 
the session. 

Ohio Legislature Economical. 

Cotumsus, O., Jan. 16.—{Special.]—The Gen- 
eral Assembly today passed the Sleeper bill 
abolishing the Board of Emergency |that author- 
izes the payment of bills over and above annual 
appropriations. Over $500,000 was paid by this 
board last year. Mr. Lanning today offered a 
bill limiting the rate that may be charged by 


telephone companies for the rent of instruments 
to $2 a month for an instrument. Mr. Wood 


offered a bill placing passenger rates on all rail- 
roads in the State at the uniform rate of two 


cents a mile. 


Democratic Senate Is Recognized. 

TrenTON, N. J., Jan. | 16.—Attorney-General 
Stockton has given an opinion on the legal status 
of the two Senates and decided that the Demo- 
cratic Senate is the lawful body.

Charles H. Hallock, the dead woman’s 
husband, testified that he last saw his wife 
alive Sept. 2 last, when she left home for this 
city. He first saw Popper March 21, 1898, 
at Tony Pastor's Theater and then again at 
Moriches, L. I., June 10. Ald. Cornelius 
Flynn testified that he married Popper and 
Mrs. Hallock at the City hall Sept. 6 last. 
The Alderman did not recollect the wedding, 
but recognized the certificate he gave. Rich- 
ard J. Fitzgerald, a cierk of the Alderman, 
testified that he remembered the ceremony. 
He identified the prisoner as the groom on 
that occasion. ‘ Janitor Martin J. Keese of 
the city hall also réinembered the wedding. 

Miss Mary H. Hallock, a sister of Charles 
H. Hallock, testified to seeing Popper and an- 
other man in Moriches June last. Jacob Car- 
man, acting station agent at Moriches, L. I., 
on this day testified that he saw Popper at 
the station. Popper asked him if ** Charlie ”’ 
Hallock’s wife was at home. Lawyer Ed- 
mund L. Mooney of the firm of Mooney & 
Shipman, Temple court, testified that Sept. 6, 
1893, he gave Mrs. Hallock $500 in exchange 
fora check. Popper was with Mrs. Hallock. De- 
tectives John Weasler and John G. Gallagher of 
Chicago described how they found Mrs. Hal- 
lock at the Gault House, Chicago, Sept. 8, 
after she had shot herself. James P. Mills, 
clerk at the Ashland House, this city, testified 
to Popper and Mrs. Hallock’s frequent meet- 
ings there. Mrs. Hallock registered as ‘* Mrs. 
©, H. Hallock, Moriches, L. I.’’ The trial will 
continue tomorrow. 

[Popper and Mrs. Hallock registered Sept. 7 at 
the Gault House as C. Hastings and wife of New 
York. On the following morning a pistol shot 
was heard in Room 24, and when the door was 
opened Mrs. Hastings, who was identified later 
as Mrs. Hallock, was found lying on a sofa with 
a bullet hole near her beart. She was conscious 
and was calling for Popper. On the 
table at the head of a bed was a note 
addr ess to “ Berthold Popper,” which read: 
‘*Tt is hard to find one’s self forsaken ina strange 
place. Good-by forever, Bert; the wages of sin is 
death.” She was taken tothe hospital and died 
in an hour, with the name of ber little daughter 
on her lips. No money was found in her room, 
and Popper had disappeared. He was traced to 
San Francisco through letters to his friends in 
this city and arrested. After leaving Mrs. Hal- 
lock he wrote a letter to her advising her to re- 
turn to her husband. | 


NEW BUILDING FOR CLEARING-HOUSE 


Pians for the New Structure Considered at 
a Special Meeting. 

New York, Jan. 16.—[Special.]—The 
Clearing-Hotse Association held a special 
meeting today for the purpose of receiving a 
report from the committee having under ad- 
visement the plan of erecting a new building 
upon the property recently acquired in Cedar 
street, between Nassau street and Broadway. 
The committee recommended that a corpora- 
tion be formed to takd the title of the prop- 
Si and hold it for the use of the Clearing- 

ouse Association, which latter still holds 
the majority of the stock in the new corpora- 
tion. This plan is suid to be identical with 
that under which the |New York Stock 
Exchange holds its property. The plan 
was formally agreed to. The corporation is 
to be known as. the New York Clearing. 
House Building company. It will have a 
capital stock of $375,000, divided into 3,750 
shares, and steps were taken to set the com- 
pany afloat. The following were selected as 
incorporators and first directors: George G. 
Williams, Frederick D. Tappen, J. Edward 
Simmons, Dumont Clarke, and F. H. Perkins 
Jr. Each director subscribed to five shares 
of stock, the remainder being owned and held 
by the Clearmg-House Association, A build- 
ing committee, cansisting of Frederick D. 
Tappen, William A. Nash, and J. Edward 
Simmons, was appointed andem powered * to 
appoint an architect, apfrove plans, and 
make contracts in the name of the New 
York Clearing-House Building company 
and perform other acts necessary’’ for the 
erection of the new building. Particular at- 
tention will be directed in designing the edi- 
tice to vault accommodations and fireproof 
construction. The present building possesses 
neither of these features, and to this fact the 
association owes the movement for the new 
structure. Commodious vault accommoda- 
tion is required for the storage of gold under 
the new plan of issuing clearing-house certifi- 
cates of deposit against gold coin. The clear- 
ing-house heretofore has never issued certifi- 
cates of deposit against paper money. but 
under existing circumstances it contemplates 
such an act. This is due to the enormous 
supply of paper money of low denomination 
in the banks, the vast quantities of it used in 
adjusting balances, and the new regulations 
and existing conditions of the Treasury De- 
partment in Washington. 


GILROY REPLIES TO THE CHARGES. 


Mayor Denies Collusion in Letting Con- 
tracts for Paving. ss 

New York, Jan. 16.—/[Special.]—Mayor 
Gilroy today replied, in an extended com- 
munication, to charges made by J. D. Town- 
send of the Independent County Organiza-’ 
tion, that collusion existed in the letting of 
the contracts for asphalt paving during Mr. 
Gilroy’s term as Commissioner of Public 
Works between the contractors and the Com- 
missioner. The Mayor makes this emphatic 
announcement at the outset: 

j deny absolutely and emphatically everything 
said in that communication which would, by any 
implication, be construed to reflect epee myself 
or any of the department officials in the prepara- 
tion or awarding of those or any other contracts 
during my term of office, and in making the 
following explanation I desire to set at rest, 
once forall, the charges made against me by 
characterless scoundrels on this subject. — 

Referring to prices quoted in Mr. Town- 
send’s letter, Mayor Gilroy says: 

The part of the communication which deals 

with the present prices for asphalt pavements 
in this and other cities is intentionally and mali- 
‘ciously unfair and misleading. The fact that the 
prices quoted as obtaining in this city include 
ifteen years’ maintenance, while those in other 
cities inélude none,or at the most five years’ 
maintenance, is perpoeny ignored in making 
comparisons and drawing false conclusions. 

The Mayor then makes extensive compari- 
sons to show that the prices of asphalt 
pavement, taken in connection with the fif- 
teen year maintenance clause, makes the 
pavement much cheaper a yard than the 
prices quoted by Mr. Towxsend as obtaining

FOR UNDERGROUND RAPID TRANSIT. 


Amendment to the Constitation Proposed 
to Make It Feasible. 

New York, Jan. 16.—[Special.]—R. T. 
Wilson & Co. are about to take an aggressive 
part in the rapid transit struggle. By the aid 
of a constitutional amendment Mr. Wilson 
hopes to be able to build a complete system of 
underground railroads, with trains propelled, 
lighted, and heated by electricity, which 
will carry passengers from the Battery to 
One Hundred and Ninetieth street in twenty 
minutes. Last spring the plan was reported 
adversely because the Constitution would not 
permit the city to loan money for a private 
enterprise. It is now proposed to have the 
question submitted to the coming constitu- 
tional convention and ask for an amendment 
that will permita loan of $30,000,000 as a 
maximum to be loaned provided the company 
supply $15,000,000 in addition. Mr. Wiison 
declined to name the persons who are asso- 
ciated with him, except his sons, R. T. Wilson 
Jr. and Mr. Orme Wilson, whose wife is a 
sister to John Jacob Astor.

The contracts do not expire until 
June and the men cannot strike even if so 
disposed, Thg majority of them do not want 
to strike, being glad to get steady work at 
any price. They are being ur to come 
out by representatives of the Ohio and IIli- 
nois mines, who ure back of the strike move- 
ment. The lllinois diggers are especially 
anxious to get the Pittsbufg men to 
resist the reduction made by the opera- 
tors and establish a uniform rate. 
They say if the-present condition of affairs 
continues the Illinois operators will have to 
cut wages in order to compete with the Pitis- 
burg dealers. The latter are hiring miners at 
the lowest prices and selling coal at whatever 
it will bring. This policy has injured the 
Illinois and Ohio operators. who threaten to 
cut wages unless the miners’ unions establish 
a uniform rate and compel the local operators 
to live up to it. 

CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 16.—There was a 
meeting of the operators of the Massillon coal 
district this morning.

FEARS THAT BLOOD WILL BE SHED, 


The Strike at the Charleroi Glass Works 
May Result Seriously. 

Prrrspura, Pa., Jan. 16.—The strike at the 
Charleroi plate glass works has developed 
trouble that may result in bloodshed. Yester- 
day a party of non-union men were taken to 
the works and assigned to the packing depart- 
ment. The strikers regarded this as the be- 
ginning of an arrangement to fill the 
works with non-union men, and accosted a 
party of the new men to try to induce them 
not to help break the strike. There was a row 
in which several shots were fired, but nobody 
was hit. The strikers insist that the non-union 
workmen did the shooting. The Sheriff and 
three deputies arrived during the afternoon, 
and eight arrests were made. This morning 
those arrested were released in $300 bail 
each for trial at court. The indications are 
that trouble will follow.

The Brokaw Manufactur- 
ing company has put up big signs in front of 
its building at Newburg, offering to give em- 
ployment to all the sewing-machine operators 
who apply.

now running until 9 o'clock at night. 
The Firth mills at West Cornwall will 
start up Wednesday. Nearly 2,500 
people have gone to work in Yonkers since 
Jan. 1 after an idleness of six months. The 
big carpet mills of the Alexander Smith & 
Son’s company, the largest carpet mills in the 
United States, which closed July last, have 
resumed work with about 2,000 hands. 
The W. F. Washburn brass and ifon 
works will start u in a few days. 
The outlook of the silk business in Pater- 
son, N. J., is brightening. All of the silk 
mills that closed down in August and Sep- 
tember have resumed business. Manufactur- 
ers are working on spring orders, and very 
little of the present product goes to the stock 
room. Stocks in the hands of jobbers and 
agents are small. Manufacturers are there- 
fore hopeful that the spring trade, for which 
preparation is now being made, will be fully 
up to that of 1893, though a little late.

New York Bankers Hoping That Congress

Besides, the re- 
cent panic found the business affairs of the coun- 
try on a more conservative basis than in 1873, as 
it was the expansion of credits caused by exces- 
sive railroad building that really caused that 
panic. The recent panic was entirely free from 
that difficulty. After the tariff and financial leg- 
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isiation at Washington have been finally settled 
we will know euough about what to expect to be 
able to discount the finality.

MORGAN AND HIS PETITION. 

Tommy Mcrgan was a proud man night 
before last. He appeared before the Alder- 
men of Chicago as the representative and 
champion of labor.

But the Mayor said that sort of thing 
would not do and Tommy, “ swearing he 
would ne’er consent, consented’”’ to dispense 
with even a shadow of a demonstration. 

Nor did he talk to the © il as he has 
been talking of its members outside. He has 
been telling the workingmen that they have 
the power to turn out the occupants of all the 
seats in the Council Chamber and that they 
ought to do so, substituting for them men of 
their own choice, not Republicans nor Demo- 
crats but Socialists. He said nothing of that 
sort to the Aldermen. Hedid not tell them 
they were to be chucked out if;they did not 
behave. He simply presented his petition and 
then in the politest manner imaginable asked 
the Council to consider it. He said that it 


| was not the intention of the petitioners to em- 


“| Barrass the city government or to ask the 
| authorities to transcend their constitutional 


powers, but simply to comply as far ad they 
could with the prayers of the petitioners. 

And thereupon the petition was referred to 

the Judiciary committee. Its members will 
call on the Corporation Counsel for an opin- 
ion as to the power of the Council in the 
premises. Whatever he says the Council can 
do legally it willdo. It can with great pro- 
priety pass resolutions asking Cong to 
drop the destructive Wilson bill and thus'give 
wages to the wageless and relieve instanter 
the existing distress. 
The petition was dealt with just as it would 
have beon had it been sent in by mail or hand- 
ed in by one of the Aldermen. Therefore 
there was nothing gained by Morgan’s pre- 
sonting it except free advertising for Thomas. 
It gave him a chance to talk to the Aldermen 
of the present “‘anarchistic methods of pro- 
duction’ and consumption ’’—methods which 
have enabled Thomas to rise from the ranks 
of those whom he calls the proletariat and to 
become a notary public, where he can earn a 
living by charging a man 25 cents every time 
he takes an oath. Thomas hes denounced 
such non-producers as idle. aristocratic blood- 
suckers, and now he is one of them. 

In a few days Tommy will report back to 
those who sent him to the Council and teil 
what sort of atime he had. Then, no doubt, 
there will be some tall talk. Then the people 
will be told what Thomas would have done if 
the Council had refused to give him the floor 
or if his speéch had not been listened to with 
stoical patience by the Aldermen. He wilil tell, 


them and they dared not reply. Tommy’s ac- 
count of his embassy will be much more 
highly colored than the plain, unvarnished 
tale told by the ‘papers. 
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.A POPULAR BOND ISSUE. 

The administration formally has placed 
upon Congress the responsibility for further 
delay in providing funds with which to meet 
the current expenditures without trenching to 
a dangerous extent upon the reserve for re- 
demption of the legal tenders. With the ap- 
proval of the President, Secretary Carlisle has 
addressed a letter on the subject to the Chair. 
man of the Senate Committee on Finance, in- 
’ closing the dratt of a bill containing the pro- 
. visions which are ‘desired. If it become a 
law it will authorize the issue of coupon and 
registered bonds of the United States in de. 
nominations of $25 and multiples thereof, re- 
deemable in coin at the pleasure of the United 
States after a certain number of years from 
date, and bearing interest ata rate not exceed- 
ing 8 per cent per annum. The proceeds of 
such bonds are to be held and used to main- 
tain tne parity of all forms of money coined 
or used: by the United States, but. the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury is to be authorized to use 
from time to time such part of the proceeds 
as may be necessary to supply deficiencies in 
the public revenues during the fiscal year 
1894.

by its people fairly may be cited to indicate 
that the proposef offerings would be absorbed » 
speedily. 

If the bonds be made redeemable in 
“eoin’’ it cannot be insisted on that they be 
purchased with gold coin. Hence the placing 
of the’ loan would not directly help to swell 
the gold in the National Treasury: But it 
would stop the drgin on the Treasury gold for 
the paying of curtent expenses, and the inflow 
there from customs duties has increased so 
much of late that it is fair to expect the re- 
serve would grow from this cause, independ- 
ently of the fact that although few of the citi- 
zens who expected to take the bonds could 
pay for them in gold the national banks might 
not object to exchanging part of their gold 
for the bonds to be offered by them to the 
people., The inducement to this would be the 
fact that the step was aiding to place the 
finances of the Nation ina more satisfactory 
position, which must result in a speedy ben- 
efit to the banks and their business clientage. 

Congress should act promptly upon the 
meusure proposed by Secretary Carlisle, To 
delay would be dangerous. That it will be 
acted on favorably may go without saying, 
since it must be evident to the dullest mem- 
ber that a refusal to approve would not pre- 
vent the sale of bonds, only that under now- 
existing law those bonds would have to be 
sold ata needlessly high rate of interest to 
be paid by the people in the shape of taxes. 
Mr. Carlisle cannot afford to wait much 
longer, as todo so would jeopardize the in- 
tegrity of th® currency by a further abgorp- 
tion of the gold intended to secure its parity. 
So it is a question if bonds shall be issued at 
3 percent with express authority from the 
present Congress or at 4 per cent without it. 
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THE DEFEAT OF HORNBLOWER. 

By a vote of 30 to 24 the Senate Mon- 
day rejected the nomination of William B. 
Hornblower to fill the vacancy on the Supreme 
Bench of the United States. Of the 30 votes 
cast against the nomination 13 were Demo- 
crats, 14 Republicams, and 3 Populists. The 
thirteen Democrats were Bate of Tennessee, 
Call of Florida, Cockrell of Missouri. Coke of 
Texas, Daniel of Virginia, Gorman of Mary- 
land, Hill of New York, Irby of South Caro- 
lina, Johes of Arkansas,:Murphy of New York, 
Pugh of Alabama, Roach of North Dakota, 
and Vest of Missouri. Seven Democrats also 
were paired in opposition to confirmation, as 
follows: Butler of South Carolina, Colquitt 
of Georgia, Camden and Faulkner'of West 
Virginia, George of Mississippi, Pasco of 
Florida, and Vance of North Carolina. On 
the Republican side of the Senate 14 voted 
against confirmation and but 6 for. The Re- 
publicans took buta languid interest in the 
matter. It was a family Democratic fight 
and Democrats defeated the Jnomination by a 
majority which would have been larger had 
there been any need of it. 

The outcome of the contest is distinctly a 
defeat of Grover Cleveland by the anti- 
administration Senators, led by Hill and 
Murphy of New York, and as such is tanta- 
mount to a stinging rebuke for his paramount 
personality. Undoubtedly the break would 
have come before this in the Van Alen case 
had not Van Alen voluntarily and much to 
Cleveland's disgust taken himself off the track 
as a candidate for the Italian mission. In the 
Hornblower case a distinct issue was made as 
‘between Cleveland and Hill for the first. time 
and Cleveland was beaten. Apart from the 
personal features of the contest, so far as the 
quarrel between Hill and- Cleveland is con- 
cerned, there were two sufficient reasons why 
Hornblower’s nomination was rejected: 
First, the defeat ts a _ protest against 
the President's arbitrary and offensive 
habit of selecting his favorites for 
office, without consulting with the Sena- 
tors, and then forcing them upon the party 
under the pains and penalty of party loyalty, 
or, in. reality, of loyalty to himself. As the 
outcome of this a sufficient number: of Demo- 
crats have broken away and declared their 
independence of Cleveland's further dicta- 
tion in matters which hitherto have been 
settled by the traditions and precedents of 
Senatorial courtesy. They have served notice 
upon the President that hereafter they will 
not follow his lead blindly and that they will 
not be subservient “to his arbitrary dictation. 
It remains to be seen whether Cleveland will 
fight it out on that line or whether he will 
profit by the lesson. If he fails to do the lat- 
ter his power will be impaired seriously and 
he no longer can be certain of the auc- 
cess of -aty measure with which he has identi- 
fied himself. Having kicked over the traces 
and broken uway from the driver it will be 
a difficult matter for him to get them into the 
traces again. Undoubtedly the reason which 
induced the fourteen Republican Senators to 
vote against the nomination was the feeling 
that a corporation lawyer should not go upon 
the Supreme Bench. There are other lawyers 
in New York of as pronounced ability as Mr. 
Hornblower, who have not been associated 
with corporations, any one of whom would 
have filled the vacancy on the Supreme Bench 
with credit to himsetf and with satisfaction to 
the people. The President, however, flew in 
the face of popular sentiment and of Sena- 
torial traditions, as he did in the Van Alen case, 
and as he did in the Liliuokalani case. It is 
not likely he will repeat thie experience unless 
he is indifferent to loss of power and so obsti- 
nate as to let his passion run away with his 
prudence. 
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WHY NOT TELL THE TRUTH! 

It is stated in the petition presented to the 
Council on behalf of the unemployed work. 
ingmen : 
of a despoiled class the charge that our condi- 
tion is the result of our own improvidence.”’ 

By whom despoiled? By those who have 
deprived them of work and wages. Why have 
not the petitioners or why has not the writer 
of the petition the frankness to say where the 
responsibility rests? It.is alleged that the 
spoliation which is complained of is the re- 
sult of existing laws and of the present labor 
system. Buta year ago there was work at 
good wages forall. Neither the laws nor the 
system have changed since then. ‘The only . 
change has been the transfer of the govern- 
ment from the hands of the Republicans to 
those of the Democrats, That change is ex- 
pected to bring with ita change in laws and 
in principles. Coincident with the realization 
of the fact that such changes are to be made 
wages fall and employment decreases. 

Why, thea, have not the petitioners the hon- 
eaty to say that the despoilers are the Demo. 
crats and the instrument of spoliation the 
abandonment of the policy of protection? It 
is easy to understand why. Most of them 
voted for the candidates of that party in 1892. 
They put the knife to their own throats. 
They were the ignorant tools of the despoil- 
ers. Many of them see that now, but they 
have a natural reluctance to own up that they 
made a frightful mistake, that they were not 
as smart as they thought they were, and that 
they were hopelessly in the wrong when they 
voted for Cleveland and Democratic Con- 
gressmen. They dislike to acknowledge 
“‘their weakness, their evil behavior. ” That

distressful condition is due to their own im- 
providenee. Why not say who made the 
charge? It was ‘stated by Gen. Black in his 
recent tariff speech that improvidence was 
one of the causes of the present misery. Why 
did not the petitioners rebuke Gen, Black by 
name for his statement? Perhaps because to 
“have done so would be to recall the fact that 
their votes elected him, that they sent to Con- 
gress the man who talks of * improvidence ”’ 
and who is going to vote for a bill which will 
make permanent the despeliation of wages of 
which they are complaining. 

The petitioners say with great truth that 
their present condition * is largely due to the 
profound ignorance of our class.”’ They 
ought to state how that ignorance manifested 
itself. They should own up that it was shown 
by voting for Cleveland, by voting for Black, 
and by voting for McGann and other Demo- 
crats. That wastheir outrageous and inex- 
cusable blunder. There was where they made 
the mistake of the century. It is much better 
for them to own up to it and to see how they 
can make good their mistake than after hav: 
ing been fooled by Democrats to go farther 
astray by lending an ear to the even falser 
promises of the Socialist Gomagogues. 


NEFABRIOUS BUCKET- SHOPS. 

The London Financial Times has done 
good service in its consistent and persistent 
exposure of the bucket-shop “ business” as 
practiced in the British metropolis. It has 
reported their swindling operations at every 
turn and aided numerous victims in recover- 
ing their money. One of these concerns was 
thus brought to book no less than six times 
last year, being foreed to refund the money 
and pay the costs of proceedings into the bar- 
gain. On each of these “deals” the rascals 
had pretended to close the operation in stocks 
at a total loss to the client, while there was 
the strongest reason to believe the alleged op- 
eration in stocks was purely mythical, the 
transactions] being nothing short of down- 
right robbery. 

The concern thus exposed is one of many 
in London, which are there called ** bucket- 
shops.’’ The term was imported from this 
side of the Atlantic, but it is applied to a dif- 
ferent kind of “ business.’’ The average 
American bucket-shop takes the money of its 
‘‘customers”’ as so many bets on the market 
and acts on somewhat like the plan of a book- 


| maker at the races, buc with the important 


variation that it uses the money of its patrons 
to influence the course of the market against 
them. If a thousand people have bet that the 
price will advance anda hundred bet the other 
way itis to the interest of the bucket-shop 
man to prevent the market from rising till 
after the great majority of the current cus- 
tomers have been “frozen out.” This he can 
do by flooding the market with offerings 
sufficient to keep it down,. and  buy- 
ing in after the end is gained, Ii would pay 
him equally well to work the market the 
other way if at any time he had on his books 
a decided preponderance of bets fora de- 
cline. But this is never the case‘ while the 
market is kept down to the lowest possible 
prices, especially as the great bulk of the bet- 
ting is done by men in the country, who are 
all the time hoping and wishing ‘for an op- 
portunity to sell at higher figures and believ- 
ing the market must soon turn in their favor, 
while many of the number think their money 
is sent to members of the Board of Trade to 
be invested for them on "Change. They have 
no idea that when sent there it is en massé 
and to be used against their interests instead 
of for them, and they keep on “ investing” 
their hard earnéd cash, wondering why the 
deal goes so persistently against them, and 
not having sense enough to see that they are 
being fought with their own weapons, 

The American bucket-shop is thus doubly 
injurious to the farmers, taking from some of 
then money on an uneven chance, and caus- 
ing all of them to sell their produce at much 
lower prices than they would obtain other- 
wise. The swindle and its effectsare set down 
to the discredit of the Board of Trade by the 
men who are striving to have it made impos- 
sible if not illegal to trade in futures, The 
fact is that the board, as a whole, is neithera 
bull nor a bear on the market. Its average 
member would just as soon make money on 
an advance as on a decline in prices, except 
as he knows it is not to his own interest that 
the farming class should be impoverished, so 
that he does not wish to see very low prices 
the rule for any article of produce. But with 
the bucket-shop keeper it is all the 
other way. The lower the price the more 
money he expects to take in the shape of bets 
for a rise, and he calculates on being able to 
prevent this not by his individual action, but 
by that of the combine of which he is a mem- 
ber. “Forit is notorious that the produce 
bucket-shop business all over the West is 
practically a unit, its different 5 agers 
acting in concert on the one plan with a 
central power ready to operate on the great 
speculative markets whenever that is sdp- 
posed to be for the interest of the combina- 
tion. 

The bucket-shop. business is not now as 
flourishing as it was a few years ago, but is 
ready to take advantage of any revival in 
speculative interest that may occur and to 
fight the interests of the farmer as of old 
while pretending to be his friend. It is still 


‘influential enough to aid the cleaning busi- 


ness and the British wheat-buying syndicates 
in the Northwest to keep down prices to the 
starvation point for the producer. Possibly 
the Chicago Board"of Trade would be unable 
to remove all or even any one of these three 
great evils, its former efforts to suppress the 
bucket-shops having resulted in total failure. 
But it is in order to note that the recent dis- 
cussion of possible ways and means for re- 
form took little account of either of these 
three parasitic growths which are choking off 
legitimate business in produce. They dealt 
only with minor things and neglected the 
weightier matters. 


It is not ¢ easy to understand the cnndaiie 
of certain Aldermento the order of Ald. 
Madden directing the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Work to expedite improvements for whicn 
assessments have been made. The orders and 
ordinances on which the assessments are 
based have been introduced by the Aldermen 
now opposed to carrying them into effect. 
They were passed at the instance of those op- 
posing Aldermen. The city has been put to 
the cost of preparing the ordinances, making 
surveys, and estimates to give them effect, and 
of presenting them in court—all this at the 
instance of the Aldermen who now roar 
themselves hoarse in opposition, but who 
gave no explanation of their conduct Mon- 
day everfing. Alderman Sexton wept over 
the woes of the small property-owner of his 
ward and drew as lurid a picture ashe could 
of attempted confiscation through the Mad- 
den order. Evidently, however, he did not 
listen to that order as it was read. It is a 
mild mannered affair and was as follows:

Mann’s Judiciary com- 
mittee. That body meets next Friday, It 
should report back theorder for passage or 
give some intelligent reasons why it should 
not be passed. The improvements proposed 
are necessary or they wafild not have been 
proposed bythe Aldermen. That they are 
desirable will not be doubted. To proceed 
with them means employment for thousands 
of workingmen. There is neither logic nor 
justice in the opposition. 


From this time on and until the summer 
vacation telephone ordinances by the score 
will be introduced in the Council, referred to 
committees, reported, and discussed. For 
the most part these will be of the sandbagging 
and selling-out variety. The promoters are 
likely to be obscure persons of a highly specu- 
lative disposition. Such persons deal in fran- 
chises and live off them. It may be that 
among the speculative ones some really good 
ordinance may getin. If that turns out to be 
the case the promoters will, have no hesita- 
tion in avowing themselves, Furnishing tele- 
phone service to a great city like Chicago is 
an honorable, legitimate business, No honest 
man need be ashamed to havehis name asso- 
ciated with such work. A good ordinance 
backed by honest and responsible men will 
deserve earnest consideration. It will mean 
reduced rates of service, a percentage of the 
gross earnings for the city, and sharp compe- 
tition with the existing company. The Alder- 
men, therefore, should not waste their time 
in the consideration of speculative ordinances. 
No ordinance should meet with approval ex- 
cept one that is backed by honest men and 
the passage of which will be of advantage to 
the city. _

Tus South Side Street railway company 
seems to have rather a profitable property in 
spite of the competition of the Alley L. The 
gross earnings for the year were six millions 
and the net earnings nearly two and a half 
millions.

But it may 
be claimed that 12 per cent is enough, consid- 
ering that persons who have money invested 
in other and more hazardous enterprises are 
satisfied with less,

“MUSIC AND DRAMA.

The play is more than 
sixty years of age, and itis stale without quite 
being a classic; yet Miss Marlowe's youth and art 
gave it last evening a foretaste of the 
immortality which ona hopes it will secure. 
There is human native in it despite its stilted- 
ness; and whatever sweetness it preserves was 
accentuated by the freshness, the enthusiasm, 
and the positiveness of the principal actress. 
Miss Marlowe is more positive now than ever be- 
fore ; but she must still be more positive before she 
thoroughly dominates the stage in an old come- 
dy like this. She has made an advance 
since one saw her a few years ago; but she has 
yet to persevere without sacrificing her graces of 
modesty and girlish reserve. Hers is a trying 
ordeal; but one expects she will come through it 
triumphantly. She must grow as an artist even 
as she is growing as a woman; and with her 
growth in art she must lose none of the charms 
she has in nature. Her Constance was more 
than acceptable; it was often charming, though 
the spectator was expected in order to appreciate 
it to tone his taste to a bygone era in manner. 
“The Love Chase” was nearly as well set and 
played as it deserved to be. Costumes and scenes 
approximated correctness, though in the first 
scene of all one could not be blind to the fact 
that both the wine service and the chairs were 
decided anachronisms. There were two veterans 
in the cast who could boast of that rare quality 
in old-fashioned comedies—atmosphére. These 
performers were H. A. Weaver Sr. and Miss Rose 
Eytinge. The latter read her lines as Widow 
Green and bore herself with a quietness and 
poise which cannot be too much com- 
mended to new students of the stage. 
Incoherence, which was noticeable in the de 
livery of several actors, was not a fault of Miss 
Eytinge’s balanced impersonation and clear 
enunciation. Mr. Henry Jewett made a some- 
what rough but manly Wildrake; the Trueworth 
of Thomas Coleman was satisfactory; and Miss 
Eugenia Woodward, as Lydia, acted with pleas- 
ing sincerity. ‘* The Love Chase” is a success of 
esteem, and ifit is not one of popularity the 
fault is with our lack of imagination and not 
with the leading actress nor her associates.

The second concert of the series undertaken 
by the ae String Quartet took place in 
Kimball Hall last evening. The quartet, Theo- 
dore Spiering, first violin; Adolf Weidig, second 
violin; Franz Esser, viola; and Herman Diestel, 
‘cello, was assisted by Mrs. Katharine Fisk and 
Emil Liebling. Dvorak’s Quartet in E flat 
major, op. 51, and the Reinecke Quintet for 
pianoforte and strings, together with two of 
Brahm’'s songs, made up the program. The 
Dvorak number was given in entirety for the first 
time in this city, the Romanze having been 
omitted in the performance given the 
work by the Bendix Quartet last week. 
This Romanze, Andante con moto, is a 
charming movement, spontaneous, simple, and 
unaffected, and instinct with the melody that 
permeates the whole. The gentleness in many 
portions of the work is the serene gentleness of 
Mozart, but the color is always national and Bo- 
hemian. While the Spiering Quartet, new in or- 
ganization, has much to gain in technical devel- 
opment, and shows, in the case of the viola, lack 
of equalization in forces, its! work of last even- 
ing evidenced in the Dvorak number care, study 
of the inner meaning of the composition, and an 
eminent degree of sympathy. In the Quintet by 
Reinecke its work proved less fortunate, 
The pianoforte part of this thoughtfully 
woven and genuine composition was given 
by Mr. Liebling with spirit, poise, and brilliancy. 
Mrs. .Fisk, whose songs were not enhanced by the 
viola obligato, displayed her rich voice to great- 
er advantage in the Geistliches Wiegenlied than 
in the Gestillte Sensucht,.the latter being marred 
by too liberal vibrato. The third concert of the 
Spiering Quartet will be given Feb. 28, with 
Mme. Emma Romeldi and Haus von Schiller as 
soloists.

French Chamber Rejects a Socialists’ 
Amendment to Rentes Conversion Bill. 
Panis, Jan. 16.—M. Poinecarre, reporter of 

the Budget committee, favorably reported to 

the Chamber the bill introduced by Finance 

Minister Burdeau for converting the 414 per 

cent rentes into 33¢ per cents. M. Avez and 

Paulin Mery and the Duke la Rochefoucauld 

of the committee opposed the bill. 

After all the articies of the converting bill 
had been discussed and before the vote was 
taken on the whole measure M. Jaures, 
Socialist, proposed an amendment—first, that 
the surplus of $13,400,000, which the con- 
version was expected to produce, should be 
applied to reducing the land tax; and second, 
that the benefit of this reduction should be 
limited to landlords farming lands themselves. 
This amendment was evidently a Socialist 
bid for the suffrages of peasant farmers own- 
ing their holdings. The Chamber adopted the 
first part of the amendment by a vote of 280 
to 240, Before the vote was taken, on the 
second part of the amendment M. Burdeau 
said the government would express its views 
on the amendment as a whole, The second 
part of the amendment was adopted by a 
vote of 408 to 70. , 

M, Burdeau then mounted the tribune and 
declared the Ministers made this matter a 
question.ef confidence. M. Millerand, Sovial- 
ist Republican, asked the Chamber not to 
heed the Minister’s threat, and not to reverse 
the vote it had just given. Premier Casimir- 
Perier tersely reminded the -House of the 
ministry’s initial promise to devote itself to 
reducing agricultural burdens. This matter, 
he said, and the whole financial program 
which the government would shortly present 
to the Chamber were interdenendent. The 
plan of M. Jaures was not a fitting means of 
reducing rural taxation. If the Chamber be- 
lieved in the government’s undertaking, then 
the Jaures amendment must be rejected, 

Before the vote was- taken on jhe whole 
amendment M. Jaures appealed e Depu- 
ties not to act like weather @cks before the 
electors. The amendment was rejected by a 
vote of 306 to 206, 

Although defeated in the Chamber, M. 
Jaures by his course today augmented his 
reputation as a coming man in French poli- 
tica, 

The conversion bill as presented was event- 
ually passed by a vote of 495 tol. The bill 
was then taken to the Senate by M. Dubost, 
Minister of Justice. 


SALVADOR TO REMAIN NEUTRAL, 


Gen, Ezeta Refuses to Aid the Invaders of 
Honduras.

Salvador, via Galveston, 
Tex., Jan. 16.—[Copyright, 1894, by James 
Gordon Bennett.]|~The latest dispatches 
from the seat of war in Honduras convey the 
information that President Vasquez defeated 
a body of the invaders under the command 
of Gen. Manuel Bonilla at Apacila- 
gua yesterday.

“SMITH” MAY TESTIFY 


DEFENSE OLAIMS TO HAVE THE 
WHITE HORSE DRIVER. 


Will Be Sprung as a Surprise, and Is Ex- 
pected to Prove His Animal Was Not 
Death’s Pale Steed=<Attorney Wing 
Catches a Tartar in the Coughlin Trial 
=If He Wants Expert Testimony He 
Must Pay for It-Mr, Rend Tells About 
the City Hall Interview. 

Positively the last appearance’’ of a 
State witness is announced for the Coughlin 
trial today. It has been announced a few 
times before, but Assistant State’s-Attorney 
Bottum says he will close today sure. 

According to a court-room rumor the de- 
fense bas a card up its sleeve in the person of 
‘* Smith,” the man who hired Dinan’s white 
horse, “ Smith ” has been fully identified by 
one of Dinan’s hostlers and is to go on the 
stand and tell the story of his travels behind 
the white horse. These travels do not con- 
cern Dr. Cronin. That is the story as court- 
room rumor has it—but court-room rumor 


has had Kickham Scanlan poisoned, the jury 
bribed, Mrs, Foy murdered, and Coughlin 
escaped more than once. Mr. Wing flatly re- 
fused to say anything about the rumor, but 
this is in accord with previous refusals to con- 
firm or deny stories. 

Mr. Wing was not feeling well yesterday. 
He caught a tartar during a cross-examina- 
tion and had not recovered at the close of 
court. It ail happened during the cross-ques- 
tioning of Dr, Church. Mr. Wing likes ques- 
tioning a doctor. He talks fluently about 
corpuscles, ventricles, and hypostatic conges- 
tions, and generally has his own way. He 
asked the doctor an awesome medical ques- 
tion yesterday afternoon. The doctor sat up 
straight, swung around to the court, and re- 


marked: 

‘ Now this gentleman is asking me a lot of 
expert questions. If he wantsme as a wilt- 
ness I would like him to retain me properly. 


My time is my capital.” ; 

Whereupon Mr. Wing asked: “ Why, didn’t 
you charge the prosecution enough to cover 
the cross as well as the direct examination?’ 

‘*IT shall probably charge them enough,” 
said the doctor. 

‘* What sort of check shall I send you, doc- 
tor?’ asked Mr. Wing, cheerfully. 

‘** One for $100, please,’’ said Dr. Church 
in a cold, no-discount-for-cash tone, and Mr. 
Wing subsided. 

Cregier and Hines on the Stand, 


The first witness called for the State was W. 
P. Hatfield, the salesman who sold the carpet 
and furniture found in the Carlson cottage to 
J.B. Simonds. He said that the color of the 
carpet was black and red predominating, 
with some green in it, There was no cross- 
examination, and Mr, Hatfield’s entire testi- 
mony did not consume more than five min- 
utes. Ex-Mayor De Witt C. Cregier and W. J. 
Hines were both present in court in response 
to the subpoenasasked for by Mr. Wing, and 
after Hatfield had left the stand Mr. Wing 
called Mr, Cregier. The ex-Mayor’s memory 
was poor, Hecould not recoguize Dan Cough- 
lin, and had but a faint recollection of the in- 
terview he had with him. He was not sure 
that the conversation had been recorded, but 
he was sure he could not find either the orig- 
inal notes or the copy. 

W. G. Hines said he did not have a tran- 
script of the interview; had not seen one, and 
did not know it was made, Henry Planskie 
was then recalled for cross-examination, and 
Mr. Donahoe went over his story without get- 
ting him to make any material change. 

he first question propounded to the next 
witness, Dr. Ferdinand Henrotin, by Mr. Bot- 
tum would comfortably filla column of Tues 
Tripunz. The question was hypothetical. It 
asked the doctor to assume that a healthy 
man went out one night and received several 
blows on the head, delivered with a blunt in- 
strument. It then went on to describe the 
size, hature, and location of those wounds. 
Then it ,asked the docter to assume that 
eighteen days later the body of the person who 
received the blow was found head downwards 
in a catch-basin containing two or three feet’ 
of water. The question then went on to relate 
what was found when an assumed post-mortem 
‘was made.

Throughout this long question no name was 
mentioned, but the man described was Dr. 
Cronin, the wounds were those found on his 
body, and the result of the assumed post- 
mortem was that of the actual. 

Then Mr. Bottum finished His prolonged 
query by demanding of Dr. Henrotin: * I 
will ask you, in your opinion as a _ physician, 
what was the cause of that man’s death?’ 

Attorney Wing objected vigorously to this 
question, and said: ‘ There are many things 
stated in it that are not proved and the coun- 
sel makes no statement that he expects fur- 
ther on to prove those same things, and for 
that reason itis improper. I object to it for 
the further reason that it embraces matters 
that are not competent for an expert opinion.” 

Judge Tuthill overruled the objection, and 
after Mr. Wing had entered his customary 
exception the witness answered: 

** In my opinion the man’s death was caused 
by the violence done by these injuries upon 
the head.” 

This ended the direct examination and Mr. 
Wing examined the witness at some length, 
displaying a knowledge of medical terms, 
The State then called Dr. Archibald Church, 
who was propounded the same hypothetical

‘* The worst people in the world are not the 
ordinary thieves and crooks,” 

With this declaration as « foundation W. T. 
Stead sermonized for two hours last night on 
the subject: ‘‘ Who Are the Disreputables?”’ 
For a week the West Side ‘sillboards ‘had an- 
nounced that he would spenk at the People’s 
Institute, corner of Van Buren street and Oak- 
ley avenue, and as a result the hall was 
filled to overflowing. Bishap Fallows 
introduced him and after saying that his ut- 
terances would be put forth so as not to be 
misunderstood by the most sensitive person 
present he quoted this verse from the Book of 


Jobashistext: * 

For what is the portion of God from above and 
the heritage of the Almighty from ou high—is it 
not calamity to the unrighteous and disaster to 
the workers of iniquity? 

In substance he spoke as follows: 

Who are the disreputables? They are the su- 

reme scoundrels you all want to see hanged. 

he worst unrighteousness und cruelest iniquity 
have often been perpetrated under the show 
sanction of law, and I have been repeatedly told 
by good men and good womea that it is useless to 
any anything or attempt to do anything against 
this state of affairs, for you can never get 
into the mind of the average American 
citizen the idea that anything is ween that is 
legal. But I cannot believe it impossible to see 
an uprising, a sang: civic revival here, not to 
save your souls, but the city and the little ones 
in it. The great evil in Chicago is not what we 
have in other large cities. 

That sin, which if you do not conquer will con- 
quer you, is the facet that you have no conception 
of your duty to your neig bor, not even an ele- 
mentary conception of the courtesies of life. You 
have Ta so crusted over with the conventionali- 
ties that you forget your real duties. The con- 
ventionally bad people are not the worst. The 
worst people are not the thieves and the 
crooks. here are two other classes, the 
predatory rich and the idle _ rich 
who are infinitely worse and more dangerous. 
Heaven forbid that I should say a word against 
any man because of his money, but the atory 
ric mah uses his meuns, as e bandit 
does his revolver, to possess himself of 
other people’s belongings, while the idle 
rich man spends his wealth without a 
single thought of his fellow-men. These are the 
worst people you have in your midst to deal with. 
There is the thief who steals for a living, gets ar- 
rested, goes to jailand comes out worse than 
ever, and the sneaki scoundrel who, 
on a promise of sharing his plunder, induces 
the servant girl or man to give him 
tips on how to get into their employer's house 
and rob him; but these are not the kind of 
thieves that worry me. It is; bad enough to hold 
upamanop the street and rob him, but it is 
worse to steal whole streets from yonr 
fellow-men. It bad to get the servant 
by cajolery, to help you break into a man’s house, 
but these are virtues compared to wealthy men 
who bribe Aldermen to get them to give franchises 
belonging to you. 

I have heard with increasing shame and indig- 
nation stories of how your Aldermen have in the 
past been no better than a gang of thieves, and 
they were and are there under sanction of the 
freest and noblest on the f f the 
earth. hese men, am ___ told, are 
not there for their health. You are allowing them 
to go before their constituents for reélection. 
There is no sign of moving among the dry bones 
to defeat them. But they are not as bad as the 
rich man who comes down to them 
when he wants a valuable franchise and 
says how much? I[ sat throuh a meeting of your 
City Council last night and was impressed with 
the efforts of your Aldermen solely in the inter- 
ests of their own personal aggrandizement,. I ex- 
pected to hear eg oy Or ut providing for 
the unemployed. The r said to

men.” But one a another of the Aldermen 
were jumping up to stay ordinances for public 
improvement, simply to accommodate favo 
contractors.

HOXIE NEED NOT DELIVER THE STOCK, 
Arbitration Committee Decides He and 
Mr. Henrotin Macie No Trade. 

The Stock Exchange episode between 
Charles Henrotin and John R. Hoxie ended 
yesterday. The Arbitration committee of the 
Stock Exchange, after wrestling with the 
problem of whether or not Mr. Henrotin 
could compel Mr. Hoxie to deliver the entire 
capital stock of the Alley Elevated railroad to 
him, came to the decision that he could not. 
The announcement which Secretary Wilkins 
made from the desk was that the Arbitration 
committee had unanimously decided there 
was no trade, and that, therefore, no contract 
éxists between the parties. Mr. Henrotin 
gave notice that he would appeal to the Gov- 
erning committee, which is the court of last 

resort on the Stock Exchange. ; 

The testimony in the main supported Mr. 
Henrotin’s version of the conversation which 
led up to the alleged transaction, although 
Mr. Hoxie and some other witnesses denied 
that any price was named, and also claimed 
that too long a time elapsed between the offer 
and acceptance. The view the committee 
finally got around to wes that it was not the 
intention of either party actually to carry out 
a transaction for 75,000 shares of stock, and 
that therefore they could wag us ap hold 
Mr. Hoxie to the performance of such a con- 
tract. 

There is a good deal of talk about dis- 
ciplining Mr. Hoxie, but that is a matter the 
Board of Arbitration has nothing to do with. 
It will come up before the full Governing 
committee. 

The Board of Trade people were naturally 
much interested in the Hoxie episode, and 
there was no littie discussion regarding the 
decision of the Governing committee of the 
Stock Exchange. Not a few of the wheat 
traders regarded the whole affair in the light 
of a bluff, while on the other hand many 
operators were loud in their criticism of the 
report that there was no trade, On the Board 
of Trade when a member makes an offer to 
buy or sell any given quantity the rules com- 
pel him to stand by it.

NICE POINT DECIDED IN KANSAS LAW. 


Supreme Court Disposes of a Question Kel- 
ative to Occupation Ordinances, 

The Supreme Court of Kansas has just de- 
cided a nice question relative to city occupa- 
tion ordinances. In 1890 a real estate firm 
of the City of Winfield brought an action be- 
forea Justice of the Peace against a prom- 
inent farmer in that vicinity to recover a 
commission for the sale of his farm, which it 
had helped to negotiate.."The point was 
raised in defense that the firm had failed to 
pay its occupation tax and that the ordinances 
z the city prohibited the carrying on of such 

business without first complying with this 
requirement. The Justice heid that it was 
doing an unlawful business and was, there- 
fore, not entitled to recover. The case was 
appealed to the District Coyrt and the judg- 
ment of the Justice reversed. It was then 
taken to the Supreme Court and that tribunal, 
at its session this month, handed dowa a de- 
cision reversing the District Court and sus- 
taining the Justice.

cause he was at home and in bed at the time 
and knew nothing about the McCooey mur- 
der until 8 o’clock the next morning. 


To Give Higgins a Lift, 


Judge Brentano asked why he had made the 
former affidavit. 

‘* I was asked to give Higgins a lift,” replied 
the witness. 

* By whom?’ 

** Tim Collins,” 

** Who is he?” 

** He has charge of a street sweeping gang 
and is around the City Hall.” 

** Did you furnish any of the information 
set out in the affidavit?’ 

‘* No sir. Collins told me to give Higgins 
a lift. He said I would have to sign a paper 
and help * Buffalo’ out.” 

** Did you read the affidavit before you 
signed it?’’ 

** Yes, sir. I looked it over.”’ 

** Now you say it is entirely untrue?” 

** Yes, sir. I just signed it to give ‘ Buffalo’ 
a lift, because Collins asked me to.”’ 

Judge Brentano and Assistant State’s-At- 
torney Rosenthal questioned the witness as to 
what Attorney Hanlon saidto him. He re- 
plied the attorney had not made him any 
offers, suggestions, or inducements to sign 
the affidavit. Mr. Hanlon also questioned 
him, and Kauper admitted that a man named 
Cunningham, who had a brother a member 
of the Mortell gang, had spoken to him about 
the Higgins case and that he had told Hanlon 
about it, Healso admitted that Mr. Hanlon 
gave him the affidavit tolook at before he 
signed it. He said, also, he was arrested by 
an officer and taken to the Maxwell Street 
Police Station last Sunday, where he was 
questioned about his affidavit. 


Indictment Suggested for Collins. 


‘‘T wish to notify the State right here that 
this man Kauper must be taken before the 
grand jury and an indictment procured 
against Tim Collins for subornation of per- 
jury,”’ said Judge Brentano. “No man 
should be allowed to escape who attempts to 
forestall justice in this manner,”’ 

‘*We will look after Mr. Collins, your 
Honor,” replied Assistant State’s-Attorney 
Rosenthal. 

Kauper will be taken before the grand jury 
today. Hess 18 years old and his answers to 
questions on the witness stand yesterday 
showed him’to be dull of comprehension. It 
was decided to question Kauper further be- 
fore going before the grand jury with his 
evidence. Assistant State’s Attorney Rosen- 
thal may be able to implicate others besides 
Collins in the atterapted subornation of 
perjury. The matter is to be thoroughly in- 
vestigated. 

Judge Brentano denied the motion for 
a new trial, In doing so he held the affidavit 
made by Joseph Kauper that Higgins was not 
one of the men seen near the McCooey house 
did not furnish conclusive evidence. In re- 
gard to the error urged by the defense in ad- 
mitting oral and written. confessions the 
Judge said the circurastance would not war- 
rant the inference that the admissions were 
wrongfully obtained. 

‘*It is proper,” said the court, “*in consid- 
ering the question of confessions, to take into 
consideration the circumstances surrounding 
the prisoner. He is a young man, but familiar 
with criminal courts aud persons in authority, 
He heretofore has been convicted of a crime 
the doing of which required a certain amount 
of personal courage, coolness, and nerve ; and 
his personal appearance does not indicate th 
he is a man deficient in stamina. He does no 
appear to be a man who would willingly and 
readily confess to so horrible and atrocious a 
crime as that for which he was under arrest, 
knowing the penalty of such a crime, if he 
were not guilty of it, and still be willing to 
go to prison for the term of his natural life 
instead of being punished with death, if he 
were proved guilty. Even if his admission to 
the police was not wholly a spontaneous act, 
yet I cannot say it was extracted from him by 
any inducement in holding out the promise 
and hope of reward, or the promise that he 
should not receive the punishment that the 
offense merited. Objection is also made to 
the admission of the statements made before 
the Coroner’s jury. The evidence shows that 
his statements were spontaneous and volun- 
tary, and made after the defendant had been 
cautioned by the Deputy Coroner, and that 
having been so cautioned he freely and vol- 
untarily admitted his guilt.” 

Prompted by Cupidity. 


In pronouncing sentence the .court said he 
had no doubt the jury had come to a just con- 
clusion. ‘* The court,” continued the Judge, 
‘has no doubt of your guilt or the depraved 
circumstances attendmg the perpetration of 
your bloody deed.

He fastened his eyes on 
the Judge and stood motionless, ** thomas 
Higgins, it becomes my duty to pass sen- 
tence of death upon you.

| AGAINST THE SEWER. 
fr | sora OOURT FAVORS WENT- 
WORTH DITOH OBJECTORS. 


Belief That the Decision Is Based on 
Technical Grounds and That the Big 
Drain Will ‘Be Built After AlleCor- 
poration Counsel Rubens Says Chicago 
Can Pay Interest and Can Therefore 
Borrow Money=Contract for Pullman's 
Water Supply=-Municipal Notes. 


When it was reported that the Supreme Court 
had upheld the objections of the protesting 
property-owners against the Wentworth ave- 
nue sewer yesterday it was thought the work 
about which there has been so much talk 
would have to be abandoned. Later, how- 
ever, the alarm had somewhat subsided. The 
objections cover an aggregate of $142,900 out 
of a total of $800,000. The aggregate of the 
assessments to which there has been no dbjec- 
tion and which have been paid, or which must 
be paid, exceeds the aggregate of the contract 
prices. The work, therefore, can proceed. It 
is also believed that the decision was rendered 
on technical points and that in the main the 
assessments have been held ~ valid, 
These were the views of Com- 
missioner Jones, Superintendent Sheahan, 
and other city officials, and it is believed the 
full text of the decision will further clear up 
the situation. The Mayor) is not well informed 
as to the history of this improvement, and ex- 
pressed the hope that the work would proceed. 
He said the work would proceed unless the 
Supreme Court decision placed an insuperable 
barrier in the way. He came to the conclu- 
sion that it did notafter he had had a talk with 
Commissioner Jones and Supt. Cheney on the 
subject. Mr. Jones’ opinion is that the de- 
cision may delay operations, but not puta 
permanent stop to the improvement which 
every one interested agrees is badly needed. 

The ordinance authorizing a sewer to be 


‘constructed north and northwest from the 


Calumet River and Wentworth avenue, to 
drain the Towns of Brainard, Longwood, Wal- 
ae Tracy, Washington Heights, Fernwood, 

West Roseland, was passed by the City 
Council March 14, 1892, the money with 
which to pay for it was, as provided in the 
petition, to be raised by special assess- 
ment on the property to be directly 
benefited, and the estimated cost of 
the work was placed at $800,000. 
Some of the property-owners raised objec- 
tions against this special assessment on the 
ground that it was too high. In order to test 
the validity of their claim they took the mat- 
ter into court. They setup as one of their 
grounds of complaint the plea that the bene- 
fits to be received were not commensurate 
with the amount to be expended. The lower 
courts refused to confirm a sufficient number 
of the assessments to cut the total estimate 
down to $600.000. Then the case was car- 
ried to the Supreme Court, and another vic- 
tory, seemingly, bas been obtained by the ob- 
jectors there. Thousands of property-owners 
on the South Side, as well as a large number 
of destitute laborings men, are deeply inter- 
ested in this decision. 


Plans of the Sewe?: 


For convenience the sewer route has been 
divided into three sections designated as A, 
B, and C, Sec. A, beginning at some int 
on the Calumet River yet to be selected, ex- 
tends north on Wentworth avenue to One 
Hundred and Third street. Sec. B runs from 
One Hundred and Third street on Wentworth 
avenue to Ninety-ninth street, thence west on 
Ninety-ninth street from Wentworth avenue 
to Stewart avenue, on Stewart avenue to Hal- 
sted street, and on Halsted from Ninety-ninth 
to Eighty-eighth street. Sec. C starts at 
Wentworth avenue and runs west on Tracy 
avenue or One Hundred and Third street to 
Halsted, thence north to Charles avenue, 
thence northwesterly to Ninety-fifth street, 
west.to Prospect avenue, and northwest again 
to Eighty-sevepth street. The first section is 
to have forty-seven manholes and 152 catch- 
basins; the second forty-three manholes and 
140 catchbasins, and the third seventy-eight 
manholes, three sump manholes, and 178 
catchbasins. 

Jackson & Wilson have contracts to build 
Sections A and C, anci Gahan & Byrne the 
contraé¢t Section B. They were preparing 
to begin work Feb. 1, and it was expected 
that several thousand of the unemployed 
would be able to get something to do. 

At its méeting Monday night the City Coun- 
cil passed an order for the building of side- 
tracks along Wentworth avenue over which 
to transport material. 

City Strikes a Snag. 


While this case has been pending in court 
the municipal goverrment has been laboring 
to secure an outlet for the sewer into Calumet 
River somewhere east of the Blue Island ave- 
nue road. Toreach that locality it is neces- 
sary to go through property owned by the 
Pullman Land Astociation. As no pro- 
vision had been made for condemn- 
ing a right of way nor for | pay- 
ing the cost of. condemned land, 
the city struck a snag. The land association 
was assessed $6,000 for placmg a sewer 
through its land. Then George M. Pullman 
was asked to donate a right of way. He re- 
fused, but subsequently agreed to comply 
with the request, provided the $6,000 assess- 
ment was refunded. This could not be done, 
because the money coilected is for another 
purpose and the city has no right to divert it. 
There thg matter stands. The fact that the 
city has no outlet for the sewer was set up by 
the objectors as one of the arguments why the 
assessment should be defeated. There were 
‘forty-one attorneys employed in the case, 
representing different interests. The im- 
provement was sought in the interest of the 
people of the region traversed, who have no 
outlet for their sewage. They have been 
scourged by scarlet-fever and kindred dis- 
eases. The opposition to the improvement 
originated with the non-resident property- 
owners. 

In the Corporation Counsel’s office the be- 
lief was expressed that the question before 
the Supreme Court was simply one of benefits; 
that the objections upheld were that the as- 
sessment was in excess of the benefits to be 
received. That bemg the case the attorneys 
can hardiy see how the decision can effect 
the entire sewer. 

Mayor Hopkins has been calculating on 
getting this work sturted in order to give 
work to many unemployed men, 


CHICAGO CAN PAY INTEREST, 

An Opinion That Will Enable the City to 
Borrow Money. 

An opinion as to the power of thecity to 
borrow money was delivered to the Controller 
yesterday by Corporation Counsel Rubens. It 
opens up an entirely new field in that it de- 
clares the city may pay interest on money so 
borrowed. Heretofore it has been the under- 
standing that a decision of the Supreme Court 
forbade the payment of such interest, and the 
city has therefore been for the last twelve 
years practically unable to borrowa cent ex- 
cept what is represented in the bonded in- 
debtedness and by water certificates. The 
opinion is as follows: 

Sec. 12, Art. 9, of the present Constitution 
of ph State it is provided that “‘no city shall be 
allowed to become indebted in any manner or for 
any purpose to an amount, including existing in- 
debtedness, in the aggregate exceeding 5 per cent 
on the value of the taxable property therein, to 
be ascertainéd by the Jast assessment for State 
and county taxes previ- gus to the incurri of 
such indebtedness.” The City of Chicago, hav- 
ing reached the constitutional limit of indebted- 
ness, itcan do nothing which would in legal ef- 
fect be the creation of a new indebtedness. The 
question arises then whether any proposed tem- 
porary loan would or would not be the crea- 
tion of indebtedness, If such would be 
its legal effect it would illegal ; 
otherwise it may lawfully be done. The Su- 
preme Court of [llinois has had occasion ina 
number of cases to consider methods adopted by 
cities which had reached the constitutional limit 
of indebtedness to relieve themselves of em- 
barrassménts by fomspa fate loans and has with 

great precision Ee roe the methods which 
may be lawful rar ag worn The result of these 
decisions may briefly be stated thus: 

First—No promise ‘of the city to pay a sum ab- 
solutely, either on demand or on a specified fut- 
ure day, would be valid, but the legal effect of 
the contract must be the mere appropriation or 
assignment of taxes in process of collection and 
must operate to prevent any general liability of 
the city on the contract. 

Second—The city may, after a specific appro- 
priation of a tax already levied and in process of 
collection is made, draw a voucher or order upon . 
such appropriation for temporary loans to meet 
just demands upon it, but the payment of such 
warrants must be specifically limited to the pro- 
ceeds of the taxes levied for the payment of the 
appropriation against which it is charged, and 
must be accepted by the person to whom issued 
in conrplete satisfaction of his claim, and must 
exclude any general tiability of the city.

The result has been that when it 
was desired to borrow money no one could - 
be found to loan it. The interest question is 
particularly interesting this year, for it may 
be the city will have to borrow during 
the last six months of the year. A 
well-informed employ6é of the Copn- 
troller’s office said yesterday that 
if the Finance committee should make pro- 
visions for the payment of the $600,000 
judgments and the $930,000 public benefits, 
and it is now talking of so doing, the general 
fund would be depleted in these two items by 
$1,500,000, and not enough would be left to 
run the gity more than six months. In that 
event the city would be forced to borrow 
money. The interest item would then cut a 
large.figure. Chairman Madden of the. Fi- 
nance committee says, however, that the 
Finance committee will not appropriate to 
the full amount of these liabilities. 

PULLMAN’S WATHR SUPPLY, 


Chicago Falls Heir to a Contract That May 
Prove Profitable. 


Negotiations are now pending between the 
city and the Pullman company fora renewal 
ot the contract under which the city has been 
furnishing water to the town for the last ten 
years. This contract was entered into by the 
Pullman company and the Trustees of the old 
Town of Hyde Park before its annexation to 
the city. Under it water is furnished to Pulil- 
man for4cents per 1,000 gallons, a rate 
just one-half what ordinary consumers 
have to pay. Down in FPullman, it 
is said, the resident users of the water 
pay the Pullman company about 10 
cents per 1,000 gallons. This contract the 
city inherited when Hyde Park was annexed. 
Last summer it was discovered that the con- 
tract might be voided by either party by the 
giving of six months’ notice. Corporation 
Counsel Kraus prepared notice to such effect 
for the city and the Council passedit. The 
six months expire Jan. 26. Commissioner 
Jones says the Pullman compaby is anxious 
to renew the contract on the same terms, but 
the negotiations have not progressed far. 
Judging from contracts recently entered into 
with the large packers by which they agree to 
pay higher rates the old terms with the 

-ullman company will not be satisfactory to 
the city. 


FEE FOR EMPLOYMENT AGENCIES, 


Proposition to Make Them Pay a License 
to the City.

"AULIFFE EASILY DEFEATS 
AUSTRALIAN RYAN, 


Surprising Reversal of Form Shown by 
the Latter and Strong Suspicions of 
Creoked Work Entertained « Demand

SAN FRAncisco, Cal, Jan 16.—A_ six-round 
bout ‘took place at the Grand Opera-House to- 
night between Jack McAuliffe, lightweight cham- 
pion of the world, and Jim Ryan, a well-known 
Australian middleweight, who made his ring dé- 
but in America afew weeks aga in a .ten-round 
go with Young Mitchell, and in which he aequit-.

way. The immense building was filled by a 
crowd which reminded old ringgoers of the Te Ss 
when the.old California club was at the height 
of its prosperity. Rumors of fake were 
thick just prior to the fight, and the betting cer- 
tainly seemed to warrant suspicion, it having 
suddenly drop from nearly even money to 
4 to lon McAuliffe, The big event was preceded 
by.a six-round bout between Spider Kelly and 
young Choynski, prominent local lightweights. 
Kelly won easily in three rounds, and is a man 
who will bear watching. Then came McAuliffe 
‘and Ryan. Just previous to che call of time the 
management was requested to have all bets 
called off, but refused to do so. The rounds 
were fought as follows: McAuliffe showed up 
fat as a prize hog, Ryan apparently being in good 
condition. The former immediately started to 
force the fighting, landing two heavy lefts on 
chest, receiying a hot left on the throat. The 
first round closed with Ryan on retreat. Ryan 
came up somewhat more aggressive for the second 
reaching Jack on mouth and kidneys and reeeiv- 
ing two hot lefts on the neck. Three left swings 
on the chest started him on the retreat again. In 
the third thére was no damage, Ryan showing an 
inclination to wrestle. Ryan reached the Ameri- 
hard punch on the mouth in the 
fourth, but was punched furiously in return and 
resumed his defensive. Ryan's eye commenced 
bleeding, while Mac spit blood freely. In the ral- 
lies McAuliffe plainly showed his superiority. 
In the fifth round Mac rushed at his man, and 
after a hot exchange floored him with a hard 
right square on the ear. The fight looked a little 
suspicious, as Ryans far had done. but little 
fighting, pot showing nearly the form he dis- 
played against itchell. MeAuliffe came u 
bleeding from th® mouth for the sixth. He 
landed two hard lefts on the Australian's 
sore eye, slugging him, and followed his man all 
around the ring. It was plainly evident that 
something was radically wrong. The round 
closed with Ryan onthe retreat, and the refered 
promptly gave the decision to MeAulitfe. There 
seems to be no doubt that Ryan threw the fight, 
for his reversal of form was plain to every one. 
McAuliffe hardly showed up in his old-time form, 
though this may be accounted for by hic poor 
condition, he having had only two weeks’ train- 
ing.

BOOK MAKING DECLARED UNLAWFUL 


First Fight in War with Gamblers at 
Washington Is Decided. 
WashIncTon, D. C., Jan. 16,—The first battle 
in the war between the District authorities and 
the bookmakers and promoters of winter racing 
at the Ivy City course was won this morning by 
the District. Judge Cole overruled the mo- 
tion to quash the indictments against Book- 
maker Marvin, his three assistants, and George 
H. Engeman, under which they were charged 
with having set up and kept a gaming table or 
gambling device and engaging in bookmaking at 
the Ivy City track last month. The case will be 
tried some time dyring February. year Cole 
said he was cleerly’of the opinion that tting 
on a horse racé was gambling and that the prac- 
tice of bookmaking was the keeping of a gam- 
ing table or device. He was satisfied that bet- 
ting on a horse race was the engaging In a game 
of chance, which therefore made the wagering on 
it gambling. The act of 1883 did, in effect, 
prohibit bookmaking. Both of these acts still 
remaiming in foree, the Judge held that neither 
the practice of bookmaking, poo! selling, nor 
any other form of betting on horse-racing was 
lawful in the City of Washington or District of 
Columbia. nor the acceptance by a patron of a 
bookmaker or pool seller of a bet or wager.

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JUMPS IN THE LAKE. 


BUSINESS TROUBLES OAUSE W. F. 
BEAUMONT TO TAKE HIS LIFE 


His Laundry Is Seized on a Judgment 
Note and Is Disposed of at Sheriff's 
SaleeHe Writes a Letter to His Wife 
and a Friend Telling of His Intention 
to Commit Suicide by Drowning—His 
Former Business Success in Ohio= 
Heavily Insured 

Driven to desperation by business reverses 
W. F. Beaumont, No, 141 Forty-second street, 
threw himself in the lake Monday night. The 
body was found yesterday afternoon at 3 
o'clock. 

Begumont was the proprietor of the Key- 
stone Laundry, No. 488 Wells street, until 
Jan. 3, when it was seized on a judgment note 
and sold at Sheriff's gale Monday. This was 
the culmination of a series of reverses that 
began two years ago.. It proved to be more 
than he could bear, He leaves a widow and 
two GWaughters, one of 5 and the other of .7 
years, whom he idolized, his friends say. His 
family was prominent in Zanesville, O., and 
he two years ago was a prominent business- 
man there. He was 34 years old. 

Beaumont was the proprietor of the Pearl 
flour mills 
lished by his father. In May, 1892, the mills 
burned, causing a loss of $4,000. The in- 
surance wassmall. After collecting what was 
due him from insurance companies and others 
he came to Chicago with his family. He pur- 
chased a half interest in the K ohinoor Laun- 
dry at No. 1615 Wabash avenue with F., C. 
Kane. The business was thriving until Aug. 


1, when Mr. Kane was taken sick and went to_- 


a hospital. When he was able to leave the 
hospital Nov. 1 he found the business in bad 
condition. He proposed to Beaumont either 
to buy or sell. Beaumont chose the latter 
and the two parted amicably. 

His Former Partner Talks. 

‘*T never doubted Beaumont’s integrity,” 
said Mr. Kane yesterday. ‘He was strictly 
honest, Iam sure, but he was careless and he 
let the business get in such a condition while 
I wasin the hospital that we had to have 
more money or be closed out by the Sheriff. 
He had no means, neither had I; so I pro- 
posed that one of us sellout. Hesaid he 
would sell out and he did, getting a good 
price. Nov. 15 1 came back to business for 
the first time since Aug. 1, gomg 
to work with my new partner. Beaumont 
had said the liabilities were $1,600, and made 
an agreement that he would pay any liabil- 
ities over and abwve thatsum. The amount 
proved to be $1,860. We compromised with 
him for $200, he giving a judgment note for 
that sum. Six weeks ago he bought a laundry 
at No, 488 Wells street, paying $2,000 for it. 
I have heard through a former employé who 
went with him that he ran behind at the rate 
of $50 or $60 a week. He only did a business 
of $100 a week, and his salary listalone was 
$98. so this former employé told me. A few 
weeks ago we heard he was trying todispose of 
his property, so we sent a lawyer upto geta 
mortgage to secure our note for $200. The 
result of it all was the place was seized 
by the Sheriff Jan. 3. Beaumont 
walked into the engine-room that morning 
and the engineer made some remark about 
the place being in the hands of the Sheriff. 
Beaumont laughed and walked out and that 
was the last seen of him at the laundry. The 
place was sold at Sheriff's sale yesterday. 
There wasaciaim for #140 for wages. 
cannot understand why he did not make some 
effort to prevent the business going at Sher- 
iff’s sule. where it would not bring one-fourth 
its value. We were warm friends until Jan. 
1. I have often visited his home. He was 
thoroughly devoted to his family.” , 

‘*Mr. Beaumont’s business troubles were 
more than he could bear,’ said Mra, Beau- 
mont. ‘He was high spirited and had al- 
ways been successful until the fire a year and 
a half ago. He teft the house at 1 o’clock 
yesterday, saying he could not bear his trou- 
bles any longer. That is the last time I saw 
him,” 

Writes to Hia Wife and Friends. 
parently Beaumgnt wandered about the 
sin until after nightfall, for he wae not 
seen by any of his acyuaintances. He wrote 
a note to his wife before leaving the house, 
which he placed in a bureau drawer with his 
ketbook. Healso wrote a note to T. W. 
wis of Dearborn street,a Zanesville friend, 
saying he was going to throw himself in the 
iake and asking him ang his wife to come to 
the house and take care of Mrs. Beaumont. 
He also wrote a postal card to Mrs. VU. Rein- 
hard, who lives on .the floor above and with 
whom his wife was on friendly terms, telling 
where his pocketbook and a note for his wife 
eould be found and asking Mrs. Reinhard to 
be kind to Mrs. Beaumont, as he was going to 
throw himself in the lake. 

Under cover of darkness Beaumont went to 
the lake front south of the foot of Forty- 
third street, took off his overcoat, coat, and 
hat, laid them on the piling, and, after placing 
his card in his hat, jumped into the lake. 

When Mr. Lewis received Beaumont’s note 
yesterday morning he and Mrs. Lewis started 
for the Beaumont flat on Forty-third street. 
where they learned that Mrs. Beaumont 

also found a note declaring that 
the writer intended to drown himself. 
In the note te his wife Beaumont said his 
body would be found in the lake at the foot 
of Forty-third street, Mr. Lewis went to the 
lake and soon found the hat and coats. He 
notified the poli¢e. Officers were sent with 
grappling gy oad after an hour’s work the 
body was found / about fifteen feet from the 
piling opposite where the hat and coat were 
found. The body was taken to Roloson’s 
morgue, No, 5437 Lake avenue. 

Beaumont carried $12,000 life insurance. 


TRIES TWICE TO END HER OWN LIFE. 


Bessie Kieins Is Despondent Because She 
Cannot Get Work. 

Bessie Kleins, 17 years of age, made two 
attempts to end her lifevyesterday. Then she 
was taken ¢o the Cottage Grove Avenue Po- 
lice Station, where she told her trouble. to 
Lieut. O’Brien, who becameso impressed 
with her misfortunes that he promised to give 
her a home asa domestic in his own family, 
She said she came to -Chicago from 
Michigan City, Ind., with ‘her elder sis- 
ter several months ago. They had plenty 
of money and bought a restaurant on West 
Madison street. The business fell away, how- 
ever. Their money ran outa day or two ago. 
Yesterday the elder sister went home. The 

ounger girl tried to get work, but failed. 
Then she determined tocommit suicide. Soon 
after noon she went to the lake at the foot of 
T wenty-second street and was on the point of 
jumping in when a young man caught her and 
drew her back. Then she threw herself on a 
track in front of an approaching tmin. The 
station-master rescued her, and she was taken 
to the police stauon. She had enough sugar 
of lead in her pockets to kill a dozen persons.

[George Z. Erwin was born in Madrid, 5t. Law- 
rence County, N. Y., Jan. 15. 1840, and was edu- 
cated at Middlebury, Vt. He studied law and 
from 1869 to 1878 was a member of the firm of 
Tappan & Erwin, which was dissolyed when the 
senior member was elected to the Supreme Court 
bench. After taking an active part in Republic- 
an politics for some time he was elected a mem- 
ber of the Assembly from the St. Lawrence dis- 
trict in 1881 and served for six consecutive 
years. He wasamember of the Select commit- 
tee and appointed to investigate receiverships 
and the public works department of New York 
City. In this way his name was brought promi- 
nently before the public, and in 1885 he was 
elécted Speaker of the House. He was again a 
candidate against James W. Husted in 1886, but 
withdrew. fn the following year he was elected 
to the Senate. He was re@lected without opposi- 
tion in 1889 and 1891, but not in 1893. ]
